ANGRY GROWD THREATENS YENGKANCE | 


Contractor Prince Hans Over a Girl 
Bicyclist, but Is Finally Al- 
lowed te Drive On. 


For a time last evening, after he had run 
over and sevérely injured 10-year-old Flor- 
ence Conant, daughter of the proprietor of 
the La Pierre Hotel, at Washington boule- 
vard and Halsted street, Contractor George 
W. Prince-of 175 Desplaines street was in 
danger of being violently dealt with by a 
crowd of persons who had witnessed the 
accident. The little girl was riding her bi- 
cycle in Washington boulevard, near Green 
Street, when the contractor turned the cor- 
ner, and à collision followed, in which she 
was knocked down, run over by the heavy 
buggy in which he was riding, and received 
scalp wounds of a serious nature. 

Florence had just returned from a long 
ride, and was near her father’s hotel. Con- 
tractor Prince turned into the boulevard at 
this time and drove his buggy west, Flor- 
ence following close behind. Suddenly the 
contractor stopped his horse, and as sud- 
denly turned around. In an instant the bi- 
cycle had crashed into the buggy and the 
rider was thrown under the wheels. The 
horse veered to one side, and the buggy 
backed again and agaifi over the little 
girl's head. Her mother rushed into the 
street and dragged the girl from her dan- 
ger. 

By this time Prince had his horse under 
control, and a crowd which had witnessed 
the accident swarmed into the street and de- 
manded the arrest of the contractor. Of- 
ficer Walter Builis of the Desplaines Street 
Station interviewed the object of their 
wrath. His inquiry satisfied him that Prince 
was not enough to blame to warrant his 
arrest, so he told him he might drive on. 
Some one grasped the horse’s head, and the 
crowd closed in on the officer and the buggy. 
Mrs. Conant ran into the street and demand- 
ed that Prince be made to suffer for what 
she insisted was his carelessness. Finally 
her wrath cooled somewhat, and at her re- 
quest he was allowed to drive away.

He has had occasion to come to Washing- 
ton frequently in connection with tariff mat- 
ters. On one of the earlier of these visits 
he is said to have first met Mr. McKinley, 
then a member of Congress, and the ac- 
quaintance then formed has since developed 
into the closest friendship. 


Ethan Allen Hitchcock Is a great grandson 
of Colonel Ethan Allen, who captured Fort 
Ticonderoga “in the name of the Great 
Jehovah and the Continental Congress.“ 
His grandfather married the second daugh- 
ter of Ethan Allen, and took a prominent 
part in the early history of Vermont, and 


was made United States Circuit Judge for 
the Second Circuit by President John Adams. 
Mr. Hitcheock’s father, Henry Hitchcock, 


was born in Burlington, Vt., from which 
place he went to Alabama to practice law, 


in which he was éminently successful, being 


at the time of hig death, in 1880, the Chief 


| Justice of the Supreme Court of that State. 


E. A. Hitchedek was born in Mobile, 
Ala., September, 1835, where he remained 
until 1840, after the death of his father, 
when the family moved to Tennessee. He 
continued a resident of that State until after 
taking an academic course in New Haven, 
Conn. 

He moved to St. Louis in 1851. Here he 
was engaged in business up to 1860, when at 
the urgent reqtiest of relatives in China, he 
left for that country to accept employment 
in the old established firm of Oliphant & 
Co., of which Robert M. Oliphant, now 
President of the Delaware and Hudson Ca- 
nal company, was senior partner. Mr. 
Hitchcock remained in China for twelve 
years, making two visits home during tha‘ 
period, the first in 1866, when he was mad: 
a member of the firm, and the second in 
1800. on which last occasion he married 
Miss Margaret D. Collier, second daughter 
of the late George Collier of St. Louts, who 
returned with himto China. They remained 
there until 1872, when Mr. Hitchcock retired 
from the firm of Oliphant & Co., and they 
returned through India and Europe. They 
spent nearly two years in Europe, visiting 
all the notable places, including St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow. 

Returning to St. Louls in 1874, Mr. Hitch- 
cock has since been actively engaged in 
business as President of several] large man- 
ufacturing and raflway corporations, which 
positions he has resigned in order to accept 
this appointmentaat the personal request of 


cluding the year 1870. 

He was a member of the convention in Mis- 
sissippi in 1861 which passed the ordinance 
of secession, and he voted for and signed 
that instrument. He was a Captain in the 
Twentieth Regiment of Mississippi Volun- 
teers in the Confederate States army, after- 
wards a Brigadier General of State troops, 
and later Colonel of the Fifth Regiment of 
Mississippi Cavalry in the Confederate 
States army. He was chairman of the Dem- 
ecratic State Executive committee ot Mis- 
sissippi in 1875-76. In 1879 he was appointed 
one of the Judges of the Supreme Court of 
Mississippi and elected Chief Justice, but 
resigned his seat on the Supreme bench in 
February, 1881, to take his seat in the Sen- 
ate on the 4th of March in that year, and was 
reélected in 1886 and again in January, 1892. 
lle was a member of the constitutional con- 
vention of the State of Mississippi which 
was held in 1890 and framed the present con- 
stitution of the State. His term of service 
would have expired March 3, 1899. 


CONGRESSMAN WRIGHT DROPS DEAD. 


Massachusetts Representative Expires 
Suddenly at His Home at North 
Adams. 


North Adams, Mass., Aug. 14.—Congress- 
man Ashley B. Wright dropped dead at his 
home here tonight. 


Ashley Bascom Wright was born at Hins- 
dale, Berkshire County, Mass., and received 
his education In the public schools and Lin- 
coln Academy at Hinsdale. He removed to 
North Adams in 1861, at which time he was 
appointed Chief Deputy Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for the Tenth District of 
Massachusetts. He resigned in 1865. He 
filled various offices in the town where he 
resided. In 1884 he was elected County 
commissioner for the County of Berkshire, 
serving for three years. In 1890 he was 
elected to the Executive council of Massa- 
chusetts, and re@iected in 1891. He was 
elected to the Fifty-third and Fifty-fourth 
Congresses, and reélected to the Fifty-fifth 
Congress as a Republican, recgiving 18,075 
votes against 8579 votes for Patrick H. 
Sheehan, Democrat, and 993 votes for John 
Bascom, Prohibitionist.

I traded in my Forty Mile Creek claim for 
a third interest in a mine at Klondike. 

“I worked hard a’ last winer and made 
some money. How much? Well, I do not 
believe in saying. All this talk about gold 
is exciting people to a frenzy, and I con- 
sider it bad. I do not know how it is going 
to end unless there are more discovefies. 
Klondike will support about 5,000 people. 
I expect there are fully 10,000 peqple there 
now. I fail to see how they can get along. 
Of course Alaska is a big country. It has 
not been scratched by prospectors yet. There 
is room for a population of 3,000,000 people 
if they can find additional mines and get 
food enough up there. That is the trouble. 
There never has been enough to eat for the 
people who would develop the country. 

“T have no doubt there are as rich, if not 
richer, mines in Alaska that what have been 
found. But the first thing is to find these 
other localities. That is what the people 
who go there next summer will have to do. 
There is no room for them in the Klondike 
field. But, as I say, it is a big country and 
there are liable to be some immense finds. 


Only last fall Klondike was comparatively 


unknown. There was some gold found on 
the surface and then the rush began. Noth- 
ing was known as to what was beneath until 
along in the winter. 

es, I shall go back in the spring. I was 
fecling a little out of sorts and did not care 
to pass through my third Alaska winter. 

My friends tell about the same story as 
myself. We all have made some money and 
are going to take a rest.

CANADIAN REGULATIONS PUBLISHED. 


Prospectors Can Only Take Up Alter- 
nate Claims—Orders as to Cus- 
toms Duties. 


Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 14.—[{Special. ]—Amend- 
ed regulations governing gold mining in the 
Klondike appear in today’s official Gazette. 

The regulations governing the disposal of 
placer mining claims along the Yukon River 
and its tributaries in the Northwest Terri- 
tories are amended by providing that entry 
con only be granted for alternate claims 
known as creek claims, bench claims, bar 
diggings, and dry diggings, and that the 
other alternate claims be reserved for the 
crown, to be disposed of by public auction 
or in such manner as may be decided by the 
Minister of the Interior. 

Another order in the Council reads as fol- 
lows: | 

“Whereas, Clause 7 of the regulations 
governing the disposal of placer mines on 
the Yukon River and its tributaries in the 


in Council of May 21, 1897, provides that 
if any person shall discover a néw mine and

satisfaction of the Gold commission a claim 
for the bar diggings, 750 feet in length, may 
be granted; and, whereas, the intention was 
to grant a claim of 750 feet in length to the 
discoverer of the new mine upon a creek 
or river and not to grant a claim of that 
length for bar diggings, his Excellency by 
and with the advice of the Queen's Privy 
Council for Canada is pleased to order that 
Clause 7 shall be amended so that the above 
grant to a discoverer may apply to creek and 
river claims instead of to bar diggings.”’ 

The Department of Customs has decided 
that miners bound for the Klondike shall 
pay duty on all supplies brought in from 
the United States. Each miner will be al- 
lowed, however, to take in free 100 pounds of 
food, his blankets, clothing in use, and 
cooking utensils. The duties charged are 
the regular customs duties in force through- 
out the Dominion,

CONFIRMS STORY OF TRINITY FINDS. 


San Francisco Newspaper Man Says 
All Claimed for Them. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 14.—[{Special. ]— 
The news of rich strikes in Trinity County 
mines is confirmed by a member of the 
Chronicle staff, who was sent to the gold 
fields with instructions to investigate fully 
and report the exact facts. The man select- 
ed—G. Lindsay Campbells an experienced 
miner and is competent to judge of the rich- 
ness of the mines. In his first report, pub- 
lished today, he declares. that a number of 
rich strikes have been made, but he con- 
demns some of the reports as exaggerated. 

He says: 

Although some of the stories that have 
reached the outisde world have been some- 
what exaggerated in passing through many 
mouths, the truth is good enough of itself 
and is in itself a full explanation of the ab- 
sence of Alaska fever from Trinity and 
surrounding counties. 

In the first place, there is hardly a single 
instance of absolutely unrewarded effort 
in this part of the State. The properly di- 
rected efforts of the miner have paid him 
at least wages, and in a great many instances 
provide him in a few years with a life's com- 
petency."’ 

The report says the big strike of the 
Graves brothers was made in a ledge and 
not in gravel as has been reported. The 
$42,000 "nugget was found lying snugly 
against the foot-wall, imbedded in mangan- 
ese. All the work done on the mine, which 
is located several hundred feet above the 
bed of the stream, was to run a draft in 
twelve feet. —. 

The report further says: 

H. Carter, who is a third owner in the 
Graves brothers’ mine, is. at present in 
charge of the mine. He has done no work 
since his partners wert away. He denies 
the report circulated in Redding that he had 
taken out another $40,000. Carter saw the 
last new strike on Hickory Creek and be- 
lieves it to be similar to the mine discovered 
by Tom Cating two years ago on the same 
creek and which has been a steady producer 
ever since.“ 

He adds that it is an ideal prospecting 
country, as game is abundant and the cli- 
mate mild, although in winter they some- 
times have forty-five feet of snow on the 
level. ,

ENFORCES THE LAW 


S hips for Alaska Will Not Be 
Permitted to Overcrowd. 


INSPECTOR FORBIDS IT. 


No More Mixing of Human Be- 
ings and Live Stock. 


UTOPIA STARTS FOR DYEA. 


Seattle, Wash., Aug. 14.—[Special.]—The 
Klondike passengers have been informed 
that the United States Inspector of Hulls 
will rigidly enforce the regulations of the 
government against the overcrowding of 
vessels. This vigilance seems to be exer- 
cised after a number of vessels have repeat- 
edly violated the law, and men and animals 
have, to draw it mildly, occupied the same 
stalls and almost shared the same beds. 

The inspector is quoted as saying: 

“There will be no repetition of the Willa- 
mette affair. This thing of loading horses 
and mules in the hold and upper deck and 
placing steerage passengers between will 
not be tolerated. I will see that in future 
plenty of room will be given in each berth 
for circulation of air. There is not going to 
be another miscellaneous mix-up of men 
and women with live stock.“ 

The inspector enforced the law against the 


notice that vessels of that class under 200 
tons burden will not be permitted to sail on 
the northern route after the 15th of Septem- 
ber. 


New-Yorker Goes with Money. 


Among the Klondikers. who sailed from 
Seattle today were: George Peabody, a 
member of the New York Stock Exchange, 
accompanied by Henry Hirschfield, Dr. W.

York. 

Peabody is supplied with letters of credit 
on Dawson City for a large amount of 
money, and will not only prospect for claims 
in the Klondike but will also be prepared to 
buy the properties. He is one of the large 
number of Eastern capitalists who have 
gone to the new gold fields in search of 
fortune supplied with ample capital. 

Richard Butler, one of the Klondike’s for- 
tunate men, who owns five’ claims and 
cleared up $100,000 in gold, returned today 
from his Minnesota home accompanied by 
his four brothers, who will outfit here and 


in his good luck. He is not discouraged over 
the Dyea blockade, nor any other obstruc- 
tion to the approaches to the Klondike. 

The Humboldt, which sails from Seattle 
tomorrow, will take 200 people to St. Mich- 
ael’s. It will de followed by the Farallon 
and City of Seattle on Tuesaay, the latter 
having capacity for 400 passengers. It ad- 
vertises to make a record-breaking pace, 
seventy hours between Seattle and Dyea. 
The Farallon takes 100 passengers from 
Seattle. Several schooners carrying pas- 
sengers and freight are scheduled to sail 
the first of the week. 


One Thousand Horses Sent North. 


Up to the present time 1,000 horses have 
been sent to the northern passes for pack- 
ing purposes over the trails. Several hun- 
dred wagons are now on the way north, and 
it is now believed that a united effort on che 
part of thousands of miners at the blockaded 
points will soon relieve the terrible stres# 

A private letter received from a prominent 
Seattle man at Dyea says: f 

We have been tramping to and fro 
through thick mud and snow for more than 
two weeks, packing our grub upon our backs 
over the mountains. This is our last trip. 
What we can’t take this time we will sell. 
There is mére confusion here than in hades. 
Every man’s outfit, after being dumped off 
‘the ship into the mud, looks like every other 
man’s outfit. Every man is crying: ‘ Short.’ 
We were just fools enough to wire tag our 
grub pile and counted all right. There are 
about 8,000 would-be gold seekers here, and 
they will stay here unless they do as we 
have done—make pack horses of themselves 
and pack their grub over the mountains on 
their honest backs, 

There are quite a number of pack horses 
rigged out with ‘saw bucks on their backs 
instead of ‘ apparajos.’ There is not a pack 
train here worthy the name, and there aro 
not a dozen good packers to be found. Two 
good pack trains with packers would be a 
godsend to the people who are here wait- 
ing for something to turn up. If men would 
turn out and fix the tralis and tramp down 
the snow they would soon reach the lake and 
the gold flelds.“ 

The steamship Portland is due to arrive in 
Seattle from St. Michael's on the 25th, and 
its coming is looked for with unusual in- 
terest. The Cleveland is also expected from 
St. Michael's on Sept. 5. 


NEW COMPANY FORMING IN MONTANA. 


Chicago Men Interested in a Scheme 
for Securing the Metal with 
Machinery. 


The Alaska Gold Dredge and Minifig com- 
pany, aecording to the statement of J. T. 
Brink of this city, is in process of organiza- 
tion in Montana. It will be composed of 
Chicago men.

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 14.—[Special.]—The 
settlement of the strike may not be far off. 

The officials of the New York and Cleve- 
land Gas Coal company claimed today that 
the strike had been broken. The strikers ad- 
mitted that the company had made large 
gains. 

In accordance with the orders issued by 
District President Patrick Dolan last night, 
no marches were attempted this morning 
at any of the camps. Some of the men at 
Plum Creek awoke at the usual time, and, 
dividing themselves into squads of two or 
three, went out along the different roads in 
the guise of scouting parties. Their busi- 
ness was to go and find out what the com- 
pany was doing, and how many men were go- 
ing to work. 

Sheriff Lowry anticipated some such move, 
and at 5:80 he drove along the roads, en- 
countering a number of these squads. To 


each party he read the injunction, and or- 


dered them to return to the camp. No one 
disputed the authority of the Sheriff this 
morning, but the men returned to their head- 
quarters unwillingly. The Sheriff said he 
would not attempt to break up the camps 
so long as the men are quiet, until after 
Monday at least. 
Italians Inclined to Fight. 


The Italians at Camp Isolation caused the 
leaders trouble this morning. They were 
anxious to make the usual march, some 
angry mutterings were heard, but they soon 
quieted, and returned to their hard couches. 
The Italians want to riot, and are hard to 
control. They wanted to attack the house 
of nineteen of their countrymen. Three 
deputies have been placed on guard there. 
This morning when the men went to work a 
woman, who lives in the next house, began 
to call the Italians all kinds of names, and 
ordered the men in her house to come out 
and join in the tirade. Nearly all the Ital- 
jans carry stilettos. There were sixty dig- 
gers in the Turtle Creek mine today. This 
is twenty more than yesterday.

NEITHER WILL GIVE IN. 


| Trustee Gross Issues a Statement 


of the Situation. 


SAYS STRIKERS ARE WRONG. 


The fight between the Board of Education 
and organized labor is still anybody's vic- 
tory. Both sides are preparing for an ex- 
tended conflict, but union*men assert the 
strike will not last ten days. 

The School trustees are of a different mind. 
They declare the fight has only just com- 
menced as far as they are concerned and 
that the strike will not interfere with the 
opening of more than three schools, even 
if it should last a year. 

Chairman H. H. Gross of the Building and 
Grounds committee gave out a statement 
last night of the School board’s side of the 
controversy. It is in part as follows: 

For seven years the carpenters and other 
mechanics upon the pay-roll of the Board of 
Education have been paid full union wages, 
and so far as I know no one has been ques- 
tioned as to his identification with politics, 
religion, or organized labor. 


History of the Controversy. 


As usual in July, the board advertised for 
repairs on sundry schools, and to build 
others. These contracts were in each case, as 
required by law, let to the lowest responsible 
bidder, who in evéry case gave bonds to 
carry out his contract. The board specified 
the materia} and labor required. After 
these contracts had been entered into and 
work well under way organized labor de- 
manded of the Board of Education that all 
non-union men employed by the several con- 
tractors should be discharged, and the places 
made vacant be filled by union men. The 
labor leaders were advised that the board 
had no power to change contracts, that 
vested rights intervened, and that the ques- 
tion of the character of labor employed was 
a matter for the contractors to determine, 
and that for all contracts under way no re- 
lief could be given. But if they had any re- 
quests as to future contracts. the matter 
would be given due consideration. 


Would Pay Union Wages. 


It was suggested to the labor leaders 
that perhaps the board would be willing to 
insert a clause in future contracts requiring 
union wages to be paid, but it was very 
doubtful whether the board would or could 
legally or equitably say who should and 
who should not be employed by contractors 
doing work for the board. We were ad- 
vised that they were contending not alone 
for union wages, but for recognition as an 
organization, and that they were entitled

All kinds of inquiries were made at the 
Paimer House yesterday for the man who 
tried to sell the State Insane Asylum at Kan- 
kakee to Dr. Clarke Gapen. But he could 
not be found. Only three men, mixed up in 
politics, resided there at the time Dr. Gapen 
says the proposition, “If you will put up 
$25,000 or $30,000 you can have the institution 
and do what you like with it,” was made to 
him. They were Colonel Amos Babcock, 
Stephen Thompson, and Robert Willbanks. 
Colonel Babcock and Mr. Thompson still re- 
side there. Mr. Willbanks has moved to 
the Groveland in Thirty-first street. All 
of them were seen, and all of them denied 
ever having had any sort of conversation 
with Dr. Gapen. 

The doctor is reported as having made the 
statement that a man living at the Palmer 
House came to him just after the new ad- 
ministration went into power, and claimed 
he had authority to fix things so that the 
doctor could retain his position as Superin- 
tendent of the asylum, The only thing neces- 
sary for Dr. Gapen to do was to simply put 
up some money, the amount suggested, he 
says, being $25,000 or $30,000. By doing this, 
he says, the fellow told him he could own the 
institution and run it to suit himself. But 
the doctor declares he flatly refused to con- 
sider the offer, and states he informed the 
man he would never pay ay one a penny to 
remain at the head of an institution if it is 
not going to be a case where record counts, 

Dr. Gapen says the first interview occurred 
at the asylum, one day when the man came 
there and took dinner with him. He claims 
to have subsequently seen him in his apart- 
ments at the Palmer House, and states he 
occupied a parlor and bedroom. This de- 
scription corresponds with Mr. Thompson's 
quarters. Mr. Thompson was Inspector of 
Rifle Practice during ex-Governor Altgeld's 
administration, and is Western agent for 
some metal case manufactory at Jamestown, 
N. ¥. When Mr. Thompson's attention was 
called to the story yesterday he said: 

“I not only never had any conversation 
with Dr. Gapen, but never saw the man.” 

Colonel Babcock declared he was not the 
person Dr. Gapen had reference to, and Mr. 
Winpanks expressed himself as highly 
amused that he should be suspected. 

Dr. Gapen is further quoted as saying that 
March 12, at the Great Northern Hotel, he 
met the Palmer House man again, and he 
addressed him thus: 

“TI want you to give me $50 and send a 
man to the State of Iowa to look up Van 
Cleave's record. I do not want you to pay 
me for doing the work, but the money will 
de for actual expenses.“ 

But, I said to him, Van Cleave's record 
is of no consequence tome.’ However, at his 
request, I went into the café with him, and 
met the man who wanted to look up Van 
Cleave's past in Iowa.“ 

The manager and clerks of the Palmer 
House could give no information as to a pos- 
sible identity of the man alleged to have 
been in a position to fix Dr. Gapen as owner 
of the asylum.

Decatur, III., Aug. 14. — [Special. I— This has 
been a day of quiet negotiation and feeling 
for place by the strikers encamped near the 
city. The chief agitator is the Rev. Archie 
Neil, the miner minister from Riverton, who 
spends most of his time in Decatur consult- 
ing with B. B. Ray, the representative of the 
Governor, and with men in Decatur who stop 
to hear him talk and are in sympathy with 
the strike. 

The armed deputies would not allow the 
hungry marchers to enter the city for food, 
Finally a Riverton man went to the Pana 
camp and finding the visitors in actual need 
of food bought a big supply of provisions 
with money that had been forwarded to the 
strikers from Springfield.

A scheme the strikers will work to get to 
the city is the announcement that all want 
to attend services at the various churches 
and that they will insist on the constitutional 
right to attend divine worship. 

There were reports on the streets this 
evening to the effect that by Monday many 
of the Decatur miners would be out and 
stay until the strike in the Hast is settled. 
Thus far only about forty additions to the 
ranks of the campers are noted. Part of 
the Pana campers left for their homes to- 
cay. They were hungry and may not return.

They were 
told that unless they struck they would be 
fined $100 and expelled, and later the walk- 
ing delegates promised to have them dis- 
charged when they had won the strike. 

These carpenters were advised by our 
committee to do as they liked about going 
out; if they staid we would furnish them 
work and protection, and if they thought it 
better to strike, to do so, and when they 
came back we would reengage them if we 
could do so and without prejudice.”’ 


Strike in Full Force. 


The strike was in full force and effect yes- 
terday morning, and Architect Patton of the 
Board of Education received reports from 
his Superintendents that all work was at a 
standstill. 

The number of men employed has been 
greatly reduced within ten days, and at the 
time the strike was ordered the number was 
less than 500, instead of 2,000, as estimated 
by the union officials. Many of these were 
doing work which is not absolutely neces- 
sary, and easily may be delayed for a year, 
if necessary. 

A force of painters, plasterers, hodcarriers, 
building laborers, and plumbers have been 
engaged for some time in the usual summer 
repair. work, in addition to the force em- 
ployed on the new buildings and additions in 
course of construction. 


Schools Most Affected. 


The schools most affected are the Cal- 
houn, Ward, Beale, and Medill, where ad- 
ditions are well under way. Several months’ 
work remains to be done on these buildings. 
Certain alterations at the Pickard, Mosley, 
and Montefiore Schools will have to be 
abandoned and unless some means can be 
found to carry on the work in spite of the 
strike the opening of school will be post- 
poned. 


No Talk of Surrender. 


There is no talk of surrender on the part 
of the board. Several trustees said yester- 
day they were in favor of fighting indefinite- 
ly and the members Who favor that plan are 
in the majority. Some of them favor the 
employment of non-union men at once to fill 
the places vacated by the strikers, 

A fight is expected in the next regular 
board meeting, when it is understood that 
Trustee Sherwood, backed by Mayor Harri- 
son, will try to override the will of the ma- 
jority and attempt to secure favorable ac- 
tion on the demands of the union. 

President Ryan of the strike board said 
last night that Trustee Gross would not be 
backed by the majority of the board and 
that organized labor would “ win out at 
the board meeting if not before.

NEW DEVICE FOR RAPID TELEGRAPHY 


American Inventors Give a Practical 
Test of Their New System in 
England. 


London, Aug. 14.—The postoffice officials 
here are deeply interested in the experi- 
ments in telegraphy made by Professor 
Crehore of Dartmouth College and Lieuten- 
ant Squier of the military school at Fortress 
Monroe, who claim that their device en- 
ables messages to be transmitted with ex- 
traordinary rapidity. The inventors said 
to a representative of the Associated Press: 

The experiments over short circuits in 
the United States have been entirely satis- 
factory, but we were unable to secure 
facilities for long distance operations, and 
so we came to England and asked the help 
of the government. Superintendent Preece 
of the telegraph lines department promptly 
placed the government plant at our dis- 
posal and directed his subordinates to give 
us every possible aid in making the trials 
over the London and Birminghem line.“ 

It is understood that the tests made have 
been erftirely satisfactory. The inventors, 
however, are reticent pending full demon- 
stration of the practicability of their scheme. 
They seem to fear possible rivalry. It is 
claimed that their device will. transmit 
=o matter in an hour over a single wire 
to filla page of a newspaper. 

An official of the British postoffice says: 
There is no doubt the Americans have a 
most valuable idea, which may result in 
greatly cheapening telegraphing,. We are 
not yet quite satisfied of its practicability, 
but the experiments of next week will settle 
the uncertain points. I am surprised that 
more assistance is not given to inventors in 
the United States. England seems more 
friendly to American inventors than their 
own home.” 

The inventors are thinking of going to 
France and Germany to show their scheme 
to the telegraph officials of the governments 
of those countries.

SHOT NEAR A FANE, 


Robbers Wound Frank Bursky 
as He Goes to Confess. 


PRIESTS TO HIS RESCUE.

Hear the Revolver Reports in 
St. Anthony’s Church. 


ARREST OF FIVE SUSPECTS. 


Frank Bursky, 2811 Canal street, was prob- 
ably fatally shot at 9 o'clock last night by 
holdup men at Twenty-fourth place and 
Canal street, while he was on his way to 
the confessional in St. Anthony's Catholic 
Church, hard by. The robbers shot Bursky 
because he resisted them. 

Priests in Father Fischer’s church heard 
the revolver report. They rushed out of the 
holy place, only to see the thieves scamper 
away, leaving their victim in a pool of blood 
from a wound in his breast. 

bursky was carried into the priest's house 
and a physician summoned. The police were 
notified and the wounded man was taken 
to Mercy Hospital, where the surgeons pro- 
nounced the wound exceedingly dangerous. 
At 8 o’clock this morning the patient was 
growing weaker, and it was thought he 
might die. 

No description of the assailants could be 
given by Bursky, for he lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness soon after he was shot. 

A. large crowd was attracted by the sound 
of the revolver, and vain threats were made 
against the robbers. Instructions were given 
to the Twenty-second Street Station police 
to arrest all suspicious characters found in 
the locality. 

Early this morning five men of that. de- 
scription were locked up to awalt develop- 
ments. 


Shot for Refusing Money. 


Bursky left home early in the evening and 
visited friends near by before starting for 
the church. He staid at the home of one of 


} his neighbors longer than he intended, and 


when he learned the time made haste to 
reach the church. Just as Bursky passed 
the corner of Twenty-fourth place and 
Canal street he was accosted by a man, who 
asked for enough money to procure a night’s 
lodging. Bursky refused and attempted to 
pass the man. The latter was a rough-look- 
ing person and his clothes were shabby. He 
became angry when his request for money 
was refused and seized Bursky by the arm. 
Then three men stepped from behind the 
suadow of a building and all four attacked 
Bursky. 

The latter resisted the attack and grappled 
with the man who had first accosted him. 
The others seeing that their companion was 
getting the worst of the scuffle seizcd 
Bursky and threw him to the ground. He 
struggled to his feet and as he did so the 
first man who had accosted him drew a 
revolver and placing the weapon close to 
Bursky’s right breast pulled the trigger. 
Bursky fell to the ground and the assailants 

Priests to the Rescue. 

The shot was heard by the worshipers in 
the church, which is but half a block away 
from the scene, and many ran into the 
street. The Rev. Peter Fischer was among 
the first to reach the prostrate man. He 
raised him toa sitting attitude. Blood was 
pouring from a wound in Bursky's breast. 
He was able to talk a little. He told Father 
Fischer he had been shot by one of four 
men, who, he thought, had tried to rob him. 
Soon after Bursky became unconscious. 

When the police at the Twenty-second 
Street Station were notified of the shooting 
a dozen detectives were detailed on the case, 
and the district was scoured for suspicious 
characters. 

Bursky is unmarried and a laborer. He 
has lived at his present address some time, 
and has the reputation of being sober and 
industrious. 


Stabblefield Encounters a Burglar. 

Frank Stubblefield, 16 years old, who lives 
in the Leiter apartment building, Grace ave- 
nue and Woodlawn terrace, had an en- 
counter with a, daylight burglar in the 
afternoon, and in trying to capture the 
man was knocked down and bruised, while 
the burglar made his escape, running di- 
rectly past the Woodlawn Police Station. 
Several policemen were sitting in front of 
the police station and saw the man, but they 
did not consider his appearance a matter of 
enough suspicion to stop the fellow. When 
they learned that he had just broken into 
a flat he was too far away to be appre- 
hended. 

It was at 2 p. m. when young Stubblefield 
was passing along the hall near the fiat 
occupied by his aunt, Mrs. C. E. Dearborn. 
He heard a suspicious sound coming from 
the apartments, and, knowing that no one 
was at home, he started to investigate. 
He tried to open the front door, but found 
it locked. Then he went to the rear door, 
and found that it had been pried open by 
means of a chisel. 

Boy Steps Boldly In. 

The noise from the inside sounded as if 
some one was opening bureau drawers and 
emptying their contents on the floor. The 
boy stepped through the open door, and just 
as he did so a man walked from the dining- 
room into the kitchen. As soon as he caught 
sight of young Stubblefield he uttered an ex- 
clamation of rage and seized the boy. The 
burglar was large and strong, and his ad- 
versary was no match for him. Stubblefield 
cried for help, and th burglar, fearing that 
some one would come to his aid, threw Rim 
savagely to the floor. He then ran out on 
the rear porch and down the steps into the 
alley, making his escape, as related. 

C. E. Dearborn, in whose fat the burglar 
was discovered, is an electrical engineer for 
the Calumet Electric Street railroad. The 
thief was disturbed too soon to carry away 
any plunder.

A convoy to Havana from Rincon has been 
seized by the Cubans very near the capital. 
At Guines, also near Havana, a bridge over 
the Mayabee River has been blown up by 
the insurgents, the losses of the Spanish 
government being estimated at $50,000, 

General Weyler is in disgrace, and in a few 
days will embark for Spain. The combat 
at Tapaste, near Havana, on last Tuesday, 
which he carefully concealed, is now known 
to have been a terrible defeat for the Span- 
ish troops. The insurgents made the Span- 
lards retreat in three successive charges, 
and General Weyler fied ignominiously from 
the battlefield, and entered Havana. Twelve 
high Spanish officers, besides many hun- 
dreds of soldiers, were killed. 

The Town of Guantanamo, Santiago de 
Cuba Province, has been taken by the in- 
surgents. General Penguito Pereg and all 
the officers of the garrison were made pris- 
oners. The insurgents secured a large sum 
of money. 


Sagasta Talks of a Possible War. 
(SPECIAL CABLE BY MANUEL DE ALHAMA.] 

Madrid, Aug. 14.—[(Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst. }—Sefior Sagasta, the leader of the 
Liberal party, in an interview today said: 

‘‘In my opinion the present Cabinet must 
continue in office until political difficulties, 
such as may arise from the questions of 
Cuba and the Philippine Islands, show the 
necessity of a change of government. 

„ tinfortunately, the division in the ranks 
of the Conservative party is so great and so 
deep that I really don’t know who can pre- 
side permanently. Marshal Martinez Cam- 
pos, Seflor Pedal, President of the Congress, 
and Sefior Elduayen, President of the Sen- 
ate, would make good Premiers, but they 
have many enemies in their own party. I 
am afraid we shall soon be called to govern 
the country. It does not please me much, 
but I am ready to take the responsibility of 
power the moment her Majesty calls me.” 

Talking of Cuba and the United States 
Sefior Sagasta says: 

The situation in Cuba is worse every day. 
It is a scandal that the insurgents may have 
been able to loot a town like Marianao, a 
fact which proves that the central prov- 
inces are not pacified. Fortunately the in- 
terior and exterior complications, such as 
the strikes and the Hawalian question, which 
now afflict the United States, will contrib- 
ute to smooth the relations of the American 
government with Spain. I have cause to 
believe that Mr. Woodford, on his being ap- 
pointed, received instructions to exact from 
Spain the termination of the war in Cuba in 
a very short term, taking as a pretext that 
the harm suffered by American interests and 
commerce; but now he seems to come with 
a more peaceful spirit, and with the wish to 
conserve friendly relations.“ 

“Tf the Liberals come to power at an 
early date, what policy shall you follow 
with regard to the United States’ claims?“ 

1 shall only accept those that may be 
just,” said he, “and shall energetically re- 
ject those that are not reasonable after due 
examination according to law and interna- 
tional rights. I shall have full strength to 
reject unjust claims. In questions with the 
United States my purpose is to be energetic, 
without weakness of any kind, and also 
without bombastic utterances which might 
lead us to an unjust rupture. It shall be my 
greatest care to show Europe that reason 
and right are on our side, and that if we go 
to war it shall be on offenses or provocation 
from the United States. I am afraid the 
death of Sefior Cancvas will have some in- 
fluence on Cuban affairs. Possibly the reb- 
els feel thé necessity of pressing more ac- 
tively the campaign.’ 


ON: THE WATCH FOR FILIBUSTERS. 


Renewed Activity Among the Govrern- 
ment Officials at Jacksonville 
and Fernandina. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Aug. 14.— Government 
officials seem to have an apprehension that 
a filibustering expedition is about to leave 
from some port in Florida. The steamer 
Dauntless remains tied up at her wharf in 
this city and the mouth of the river is guard- 
ed by the gunboat Wilmington. 

Commander Todd has orders not to let the 
Dauntless leave here unless he is positive 
that she has nothing aboard, and he will 
carry out these instructions even if it shall 
become necessary to use force, which it is 
not likely will be the case. The revenue 
cutter Boutwell left here today for Fer- 
nandina, where the Morrill is now stationed, 
and that place is watched. 


BISMARCK CRITICISES THE EMPEROR. 


Hopes May Be Inspired in Russia 
Which Germany May Not Be 
Able to Fulfill. 


Berlin, Aug. 14.— From Duke John Albrecht 
of Mecklenburg, who has just visited Prince 
Bismarck, the correspondént of the Asso- 
ciated Press learns the Prince disapproves 
of the Emperor's visit to the Czar and the 
accompanying features as calculated to 
raise hopes in the Russian mind which Ger- 
many later may be unable to fulfill, espe- 
cially in the matter of further Asiatic con- 
quests. 

Relative to the state of affairs in South 
Africa and the role played by the British 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, Joseph 
Chamberlain, in recent events, Prince Bis- 
marck strongly condemns the latter and 
fears continued British duplicity. As to ad- 
vising the Engperor or Prince Hohenlohe the 
ex-Chancellor said: 

„Even with the best will in the world 
that is impracticable, since it is impossible 
for me to supervise the proper carrying out 
of such advice. Politics is like horseback 
riding. With the best advice in the world 
a careless and inexpert rider will be 
thrown.”’ 


EXPECT SERIOUS WORK ON THE NILE. 


British Army May Have Severe Fight- 
ing Before it Reaches 
Khartoum, 


London, Aug. 14.—Gunboats are now build- 
ing in England for transportation in sections 
to Abu Hamid, whence there is open water 
to Khartoum. These gunboats are powerful. 
They draw only two feet of water, steam 
fourteen knots an hour, and are armed with 
fifteen pounders and Maxim rapid-fire 
guns. It is announced that the whole fio- 
tina will be ready to move south from Abu 
Hamid early in 1898. It is probable, how- 
ever, that Berber, the next important point 
on the Nile, may be seized before long with- 
out waiting for the naval reinforcements, 

After the Anglo-Egyptian forces are 
gathered at Abu Hamid, Berber, Swakim, 
and probably Kassal, the final advance on 
Khartoum will occur. Serious fighting is 
expected before the Mahdists are routed, 
hence the necessity for British troops to 
supplement the Egyptians, 

It is reported that the Khalifa has 250,000 
soldiers under his command, but, in all prob- 
abllity, this is an exaggerated report.

Spouses of F. W. Luttgen 
Fight Over Their Effects. 


DRIVE A CONSTABLE WILD 


Behind a Barricade of Tables He 
Hears Arguments. 


FIGHT OVER A CRAZY QUILT. 


A merry war was carried on yesterday in 
the home of Frederick W. Luttgen, 6449 
Bishop street, Englewood, when wife No. 1 
and wife No. 2 disputed over the division 
of the furniture and other things in the fiat. 
Constable Goodrich, who acted as master 
of ceremonies and judge, was nearly driven 
frantic, and decided some knotty questions 
by pitching the disputed things into the 
alley. When the ceremony was over it was 
found wife No. 1 owned most of the things 
in the flat and she was left in possession. 
while Luttgen and wife No. 2 gathered their 
effects and departed to the home of a mutual 
friend. 

After Frederick W. Luttgen, who was ar- 
rested on Friday on complaint of a woman 
who claims to have been married to him, 
had been released on $1,000 bonds by Justice 
Schulte and his case continued until Aug. 
21, he returned to his home at 6449 Bishop 
street, where he lives with wife No. 2. A 
little later Hollister P. Goodrich, a consta- 
ble, appeared armed with a writ of replevin 
sworn out before Justice Prindiville by wife 
No. 1, which called for a large part of tne 
goods and chattels on the premises. Lutt- 
gen attempted to forcibly eject him, but the 
sight of a large revolver had a quieting 


effect. 
Sends for Wife No. 1. 


The woman who is said to be wife No. 2, 
it seems, during her nine months’ stay as 
mistress.of the house, during the absence of 
wife No. 1 in Furope, had succeeded in 
mingling a considerable accumulation of 
personal effects with those of the former 
occupant, and to the removal of these she 
vigorously protested. The constable, driven 
to a state of despair, finally sent post haste 
for wife No. 1 to come and assist him in 
securing her goods. She was found at the 
house of a neighbor, where she had been 
stopping since her arrival in the city on 
Thursday, and was soon on the scene. 

Then there was merry war. Trunks were 
overhauled, and the contents strewn about 
the floor, while the two women sorted out 
what belonged to them. In many cases a 
“try on was necessary to satisfy the con- 
stable as to the ownership. 


Squabble Over a Crazy Quilt. 


The most knotty problem was the owner- 
ship of a crazy quilt.“ The constable suc- 
ceeded in wresting the quilt from the strug- 
gling women, and backed into a corner, and 
from behind a barricade of tables and chairs 
heard arguments. It developed that the 
patches had been carefully selected, cut, and 
embroidered by wife No. 1 before her de- 
parture for Germany, and the labor of sew- 
ing them together had been performed by 
Mrs. Luttgen No. 2. The constable, who was 
almost on the verge of mental collapse, 
finally decided in favor of the woman who 
had cut the patches. 

Several plants were found blooming in 
pots, which No. 1 claimed to have bought, 
although the flowers had been reared by 
No. 2. The constable settled the dispute 
by throwing the pots and plants into the al- 
ley. 

When it was found that practically all 
the household effects belonged to the first 
Mrs. Luttgen in her own right, she was 
given possession of the premises, while Lutt- 
gen and the other woman were allowed to 
depart to the house of a friend with their 
personal effects. 

The pair took down from the wall a framed 
marriage license recording their marriage 
in December of last year. The other woman, 
Margaret D. Luttgen, claims also to be in 
possession of a similar parchment issued 
eight years ago in Milwaukee, and likewise 
bearing the name of Frederick W. Luttgen. 


BOY OF TWELYE YEARS TRIES 10 DIE 


Suicide and 
His 


Louis Schaffner Courts 
Hangs Uneonscious Until 
Brother Cuts Him Down, 


Louis Schaffner, aged 12 years, 3236 State 
street, made an attempt to kill himself yes- 
terday afternoon and nearly succeeded. 

Taking a clothesline from his father’s 
kitchen the boy carefully tied it around his 
neck, climbed on a chair, and hitched the 
other end of the rope to a heavy spike in the 
wall. Then he kicked the chair from under 
his feet and dangled in air, where he hung 
unconscious until his older brother found 
him and cut him down in time to save his 
life. 

Why the boy should have wished to die, and 
made an effort in so desperate a manner to 
bring about this end, is beyond the under- 
standing of any who knew him or were ac- 
quainted with the circumstances in which 
he lived. He was usually a happy, bright- 
eyed, wide-awake lad, rull of life and spirits. 
He had a pleasant home and was never ill- 
treated. The discovery of physicians that 
he had at some time suffered a slight concus- 
sion of the brain offers the only plausible 
explanation of his act. It is believed by the 
police that through some accident while at 
play he received a blow on the head that 
finally caused his mind to begome deranged 
and led him to the deed. 

Israel Schaffner, the boy’s father, ts the 
keeper of a second-hand furniture store at 
3236 State street, and has living apartments 
in the rear of the store. The boy was about 
the premises in the afternoon, apparently 
in a morose mood, but making no com- 
plaints. He sat around the store for a time, 
and then wandered back to the living rooms 
of the family. A half hour later his older 
brother, Fred Schaffner, 18 years old, had 
occasion to pass through the kitchen, and 
was startled to see Louis hanging by a rope 
in the kitchen, his face black and distorted. 
Apparently he was lifeless. The brother 
grabbed a carving knife from the kitchen 
table and cut the rope. With a gasp and 
struggle the younger lad gave evidence of 
life. 

Discharged from his position with the 
Pullman Palace Car company, without 
means and without hope, at the age of 73 
years Gustavus Olson yesterday morning 
committed suicide by hanging himself. The 
old man lived with his wife in an humble 
cottage at 629 Fulton street, Pullman. In 
the morning at 8:30 o’clock Mrs. Olson 
went into her husband's bedroom to call 
him to a scanty breakfast and found his 
body hanging by a cord suspended from the 
ceiling of the room. An overturned chair 
told how he had accomplished bis death. 
The body was removed to the Kensington 
morgue and the Coroner will hold an inquest.

RACES ARE VIEWED BY THOUSANDS. 


Great Interest in the Trial vents at 
Philadelphia, Pa., Yes- 
terday. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 14.—The feature- 
less trial events of yesterday's silver jubilee 
regatta of the National Association of Ama- 
teur Oarsmen were more than compensated 
for today by the finals, nearly all of which 
were rowed in good style and the finishes 
close. 

The local rowing! clubs won four out of the 
eight events pulled off, the ninth event, the 
pair-oared, being postponed until Monday 
owing to the fouling of West Philadelphia 
by Argonaut, and the subsequent sinking 
of the Foronto crew's shell. 

The events won by local clubs were the 
senior doubles and senior eight by the Penn- 
sylvania Barge club, and the intermediate 
doubles and intermediate fours by the Falr- 
mount and Vesper clubs respectively. Inthe 
other races the Argonaut club of Toronto 
won the international four; the Institute 
Boat club of Newark, the senior four for 
the championship of America; Joseph Ma- 
guire of the Bradford Boat club of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., the senior singles sculls; and 
Charles Henry Lewis of the Wauchusett 
club of Worcester, the intermediate singles. 

Not within a good many years has the at- 
tendance at any national regatta approached 
the attendance of today. It is estimated that 
over 35,000 persons viewed the races from 
both sides of the course and from river craft 
of every imaginable description. As on the 
previous day, the races were rowed over 
the national course, three-quarters of a mile 
and return, in all events except the interna- 
tional four and senior eights, which were 
pulled 1% miles straightaway. 

In the first race, the senior doubles, the 
Catlin club of Chicago, the Toronto Rowing 
club, and the Pennsylvania Barge club were 
the only starters, and all three rowed a good 
stroke. The local crew was first on the turn, 
and they came in pulling a steady stroke, 
crossing first by a length. The Chicago 
crew was a good second. 

The pair oared shell was a.chapter of acci- 
dents. Just after the start the Quaker City 
club broke an oar by rowing too close to 
shore. Argonaut was putting up a good race 
and seemed a likely winner, when on round- 
ing the crew fouled West Philadelphia and 
almost immediately the Argonaut boat sunk. 
The crews got together soon after and it 
was decided to row the race all over on Mon- 
day with all the entries in.

Embassy from the Sultan. 

A mysterious embassy from the Sultan, re- 
ported to be on the way from Constantinople 
to Afghanistan overland, was a further ele- 
ment of doubt and suspicion, so the British 
government had no lack of warning of what 
was impending. 

The withdrawal of the agents from India, 
of course, has only one -significance, and 
the government is now doing all in its 
power to prepare and meet the crisis. This, 
in the nature of things, cannot long be de- 
layed, for the situation is an open one, and 
if a blow be struck the only chance of suc- 
cess is that it must be struck quickly. 

The London agent of the Ameer, who has 
just. returned from Cabul, professed great 
astonishment at the news. He said to the 
Sun correspondent today that he did not 
believe the Ameer had anything to do with 
the frontier risings. The English govern- 
ment knows better, as is shown by the 
fact that the Secretary for India and the 
Secretary of War have decided to forego 
their. holidays and are now hard at work 
in their offices. A force of 10,000 ts being 
hurrriedly concentrated at Rawal Pindi, 
but the other preparations have not been 
disclosed. It should, of course, be under- 
stood that sedition and discontent through- 
out India are greater today than since 

the mutiny. It is therefore ° difficult to 
exaggerate the dangers of the crisis which 
confronts the government. 


No Wagner Festival Next Year. 

The announcement comes from Bayreuth, 
apparently on authority, that there will be 
no Wagner festival next year. The next 
season will be in 1890. The Princess and 
Prince of Wales, traveling as Lord and 
Lady Renfrew, are attending the perform- 
ances this week, which are better than those 
at the opening cycle. 

There is good authority, by the way, for 
the statement that the Prince of Wales can- 
celed his plan to visit Homburg in the lat- 
ter part of the month because he does not 
wish to meet the Kaiser there.

Lord George 
Hamilton says the quality of the material 
is being tested before an acceptance by an 
officer sent to the United States. 


Examine Parcels by X Rays. 

The X ray customs inspection is now in full 
working order in France. Formerly only 
about one-third of the trunks and parcels 
were examined, but now all are inspected, 
The shadow on the screen in railway sta- 
tions enables the examination to be far more 
rapid than the old method. Cigars, cigar- 
ets, and other contraband rolled in clothing 
are easily discovered. 

Sultan Toys with Ambassadors. 

The progress of the peace negotiations in 
Constantinople is still a matter which is 
utterly without interest in Europe. Peace 
will be signed when the Sultan is ready, and 
not before. Tewfik Pasha is now amusing 
himself by gravely discussing, step by step, 
the process of withdrawal of the Turkish 
troops from Thessaly, and the Ambassadors, 
apparently, are arguing his points with in- 
exhaustible patience.

Unique Labor War. 

This country 1s just now the scene of a 
unique labor war. Official report shows that 
the struggle in the engineering trade affects 
80,000 men, who are either locked out or are 
on strike. The area of the contest extends 
daily. In Scotland, as well as in England, 
the original issue was simple enough. The 
London engineers, Who work under ex- 
ceptionally severe conditions, asked for an 
eight-hour day. Two hundred London firms, 
employing 8,000 out of the 10,500 engineers 
of the metropolis, conceded the demand, but 
the Federation of Employers, thinking the 
moment favorable, seized the opportunity to 
fight the eight-hour day all over the country 
and smash the trade unionists, They or- 
dered a lockout in the whole area governed 
by the federation, dragging in towns like 
Sheffield and Oldham, which were only in- 
directly concerned with engineering. Two 
strong organizations thus face each other, 
both determined tp resist to the end. 

It cannot besaid that the eight-hour cause 
excites sufficient public sympathy to carry 
on a long campaign. The men themselves 
are by no means agreed. The engineers in 
Scotland, north England, and Belfast, those 
dragged into the dispute, show no enthusi- 
asm for shorter hours. The employers, see- 
ing this, count on their longer purses to win 
the battle. Even the richest trades union

After a review of the 
combined French and Russian squadrons 
in Cronstadt roads the President will bid 
farewell to the Czar and Czarina and will 
return on beard the Pothuau, which will 
start immediately for France, reaching Dun- 
kirk on Aug. 31. 

Magnificent decorations are projected at 
St. Petersburg, including a Faure fountain 
in the middle of the historic Kasan Square, 
which will remain a permanent memorial of 
the President's visit. Medals which Presi- 
dent Faure will distribute to the guard of 
honor and to the various functionaries at- 
tending him during his visit bear on one side 
the profile of an effigy of the republic and 

the words “Republique Francaise.” On 
the obverse side is a wreath of laurels sur- 
rounding the date, August, 1897.“ Three 
Hundred medals of this description in gold 
and platinum, eighty of silver gilt, and twen- 
ty of dull gold have been struck.

MALTY KNUDSON ACCUSES © POLICE. 


Declares They Kept Him Two Days and 


Gave Him Only Two Mes 
Charge Investigated. 


Malty Knudson, 191 West Huron street, 
made serious charges against the police of 
the Warren Avenue Police Station yesterday 
when he was arraigned before Justice gu- 
bath to answer to charges of burglary,, 
larceny, and disorderly conduct. He said he 
was refused anything to eat from Friday 
morning until after he was transferred to 
the Desplaines Street Station. The young 
man was arrested on Thursday afternoon 
by Policeman Scully. It is alleged he en- 
tered the residence of Dr. E. H. Smith, 1748 
West Lake street, and stole a bicycle. 

Knudson when brought into court began 
crying bitterly. Justice Sabath asked him 
what was the matter. Between sobs he 
said he was hungry, as the police had given 
him only two meals in two days. 

“If what you say is true, sald Justice 
Sabath, “it is a disgrace to the police de- 
partment. Every prisoner, no matter how 
bad he may be, should be fed. I am going 
to make a personal investigation of this 
matter, and, if I find things us represented 
by you, some one is going to suffer.“ 

The matter was reported to“ Inspector 
Peter Kelly and he at once made un investi- 
gation. The Warren Avenue Police Station 
is under the command of Lieutenant James 
Stanton. All the officers at the police sta- 
tion say Knudson told an untruth when he 
said he was deprived of food. On Friday 
afternoon Sergeant Cluet went to a neigh- 
boring restaurant and bought a full meal. 
It consisted of beefsteak, potatoes, bread 
and butter, and a cup ot coffee. The officers 
say that Knudson ate heartily, but did not 
finish the meal. In the evening Sergeant 
Judd, in charge of the station nyuse at night, 
gave the prisoner coffee and bread, the usual 
police station diet. He was not given any~ 
thing to eat yesterday morning, for he was 
removed to the Desplaines Street Station 
early in the morning. 

Inspector Kelly is satisfied that the police 
treated Knudson as all other prisoners are 
treated. The man evidently did not relish 
the coffee and bread fare. The police de- 
lieve Knudson's actions in court were to 
obtain sympathy from the magistrate.

I have been 
in Chicago for six years, and have been en- 
gaged dn the liquor business during that 
time.“ 

„What is the capacity of your plant?“ 
was asked. 

„ do not know exactly, but I think about 
fifty gallons a day. I did not manufacture 
all the liquor I sold. It is wrong to have my 
son locked up. He does not know anything 
about my business, and the police ought to 
let him go.“ 

The people who live in the vicinity of 
Malow’s home say that he was an exclu- 
sive person. He would not allow any one 
to enter his house and yard, and was re- 
garded as an eccentric character. But little 
was seen of him during the day time, andat 
night strange noises were heard. | 

Attorney Stein refused to say much about 
his client, but said that Malow had some 
wealthy relatives in New York City. Malow 
himself, he claimed, is a poor man, and has 
had an unfortunate career since he has been 
in the country. He came here six years 
ago, and his friends started him in the shoe 
business. He failed in this. Next he was es- 
tablished in the saloon business at 56 West 
Madison street, and again, he failed. 


Take Hold Today. 


The records of the head office, together 
with the stationery and furniture, would 
make a couple of carloads, and when the

Invaders Put to Flight. 


After the fight, which lasted from 5:45 to 
6:10, the Fultonites succeeded in driving the 
Rock-Islanders from the city and a hurried 
flight was made to the bluffs to the north. 
The train was run up past a lumber yard. 
Deputy Sheriff Farley assured the invaders 
that if they would return to their ears and 
stay in them they would not be molested. 
To this the frightened men consented. Far- 
ley then stationed armed guards ground the 
train, and all the Rock-Islanders were placed 
under arrest for disturbing the peace. Later 
they were allowed to depart. 

The trouble is the culmination of the long 
existing fight between the Town of Fulton 
and the Modern Woodmen officers over the 
location of the head office. The head camp 
has three times in succession ordered that 
the office be moved to Rock Island, first at 
Omaha in 1892, again at Madison, Wis., in 
1895, and at last in Dubuque in Juffe last. 

The action of the Omaha and Madison

SILVER MAKES A NEW LOW RECORD. 


Urgent Sales by New York Agents of 
the Silver Mine Owners Keep 
the Market Weak. 


New York, Aug. 14.—[{Special.]—The price 
of bar silver in London today was 25½ d. a 
decline of d from yesterday, thus estab- 
lishing a new low record. 
The course of the silver market during the 
week was characterized by weakness, which 
resulted in a decline to the lowest figure ever 
toubhed by the white metal. 
The lack of demand and the pressure to 
sell produced the unsettled feeling noticed. 
The market rallied slightly yesterday to 56 
cents, but showed more weakness today and 
closed at 55 to 56% cents for commercial 
bars and 55% to 56\% cents for government 
assay bars. Mexican dollars declined from 
43% cents on Monday to 42 cents today. The 
actual bullion value of the United States 
silver dollar was not quite 42% cents. The 
Mercantile Safe Deposit company holds 349,- 
061.34 ounces of silver bullion, against which 
849 certificates are outstanding, all green. 
Exports of silver from this port to all 
countries for the week ending today aggre- 
gate $917,349 in silver bars and coin, against 
a total of $1,056,645 gold and silver the same 
week in last year. Since Jan. 1 the exports 
of gold were $29,488,308 and silver $28,657,- 
233, against $50,027,642 gold and $32,296,510 
silver in the corresponding period of last 
year. 
The imports of specie this week were 
$844,934 in gold and $53,202 silver, a total of 
$398,186, against a total of $387,570 last week 
and $263,023 in the corresponding week last 
year; since Jan. 1 $4,479,627, against $20,- 
916,969 in the corresponding period last year. 
London dispatches again ascribe the weak- 
ness in silver to urgent sales by New York 
agents of the silver miners, India has been 
a buyer in London around this @onth's low 
price and has caused some temporary re- 
coveries; but the New York selling has re- 
peatedly overwhelmed the market.

EXPERTS SAY A BILLION. 


Government Statisticians Make 
Figures $500,000,000. 


ESTIMATES ON YIELD OF 1896. 


Others Insist That the Harvest Will 
Be Greater, 


DETAILED TABLE OF THE GAINS. 


“The Tribune” presents estimates 
made by experts in the Agricultural 
department at Washington of the 
amount of money which has been or 
soon will be distributed among the 
farmers as the result of advanced 
prices for this season’s crops as com- 
pared with those of last year. 

The figure is placed at $500,000,000, 
and while this seems enormous and is 
diMicult to fully comprehend, shrewd 
experts in New York City, whose busi- 
meas tt is to know all about the crops 
of the world, say the figures are too 
low. They unhesitatingly place the 
sum at 600,000,000, and others more 
optimistic go further and assert that 
the amount will fall not far short of 
#1 ,000,000,000. 

All authorities agree that this is a 
great year for the American farmer. 
The latest government crop bulletins, 
from which the estimates are made up 
by the Agricultural department, are 
invariably understated. They are al- 
ways conservative. And it is more 
than Mkely that the experts of Wall. 
street and the Produce Exchange are 
nearer right in placing the total at 
$700,000,000, 

New York, Aug. 14.—One-half billion 
dollars is the amount which has been, or 
will be, distributed among the farmers as 
the result of advanced prices for this sea- 
son's crops, as compared with those of last 
year, 


Goes Directly to Producers. 

This enormous sum of money has not been 
segregated by the speculator or middleman, 
but is going into the actual possession of the 
producers. Of this sum $410,000,000 has 
been realized on eight specialties of agri- 
cultural industry. The other $90,000,000 is 
divided among the odds and ends that repre- 
sent the pecuniary results of a farmer's 
labor. To this total millions of dollars are 
daily being added by steady increase of 
prices in the open markets. 

These figures are based upon the most 
careful computations made by experts in the 


Department of Agriculture at Washington. | M 


The returns from certain crops, especially 
corn, are not yet sufficiently definite to esti- 
mate approximate yields, The indications 
are that the total of all farming products 
will be a trifle less than those of last year, in 
spite of which higher prices will mean more 
money for the farmer. This is especially 
noticeable in potatoes, which now command 
a price just double that realized last year, 
by which farmers will reap a benefit equal 
to a crop of 500,000,000 instead of 250,000,000 
bushels. It is an invariable rule that a 
small crop of a given product causes mate- 


| tially enhanced values, except where foreign 


complications affect the result. 


Government Experts’ Figures. 

Under the direction of Colonel Joseph H. 
Brigham, Secretary of Agriculture, a com- 
pilation of estimateS has been prepared. 
These are based on the crops of 1806. The 
impression now is that the yields for this 
year will not differ widely from those of last 
year. In some instances the failures may 
be slightly in excess, and other products 
may note a slight decrease. The eight prod- 
ucts chosen as illustrating the vast financial] 
benefits accruing to the farmers of the 
United States from the recent rapid rise in 
prices aré cattle, wheat, corn, potatoes, cot- 
ton, sheep, swine, and wool. Careful com- 
parison has been made of the prices now pre- 
vailing with those which obtained during the 
whole of last year. 


This Shows the Increase. 


The following table shows an inflow of 
$410,000,000 to the pockets of the farmers: 


15,000, 000 
15,000,000 


To this large sum, which fs already in 
sight, must be added an estimate of $90,000,- 
000 for the increased profits that have been 
realize on crops of oats, barley, rye, hay, flax, 
hops, and other miscellaneous but valuable 
products of the farm. 

No allowance has been made for an in- 
creased or diminished production, or for 
an increase or decrease in that amount of 
live stock the farmer may have for sale this 
year as compared with last year. But it 
may safely be affirmed that the increase in 
prices even during the last few months is to 
the advantage of the farmer by not less than 
$300,000, 000,

In his recent interview, Secretary Wilson 
of the Department of Agriculture estimateg 
that we would get from $25,000,000 to $100,- 
ni more for our wheat this year than 


Government Figures Too Small. 

These figures are too small according to 
the experts here. By the most conservative 
estimate of the 1887 yield our wheat crop is 
worth at least $150,000,000 more than last 
year. The difference may be much greater. 

Corn is nearly three times as important 
to the farmer as wheat. The government 
report indicates 1,970,337,000 bushels, against 
2,288,875,165 last year. The actual figures 
were nearer 2,250,000,000 and 2,500,000,000 
bushels respectively. 

Estimating future values at about three 
cents higher this year the crop would be 
worth some $37,000,000 more if it were all 
sold, but it isn't. The direct price loses im-

HEAYY RAINS THROUGHOUT KANSAS. 


Corn Crop of the Sunflower State Given 
an Impetus by Timely

Emporia, Kas., Aug. 14.—[Special.]—Heavy 
rains throughout Kansas last night and to- 
day have much modified the ideas of farmers 
as to the failure in the corn crop.

ILLINOIS ‘NEEDS MORE RAIN BADLY. 


Crops in the Southern Part of the State 
Cut Down by Long Contin- 
ued Drought. 


Mascoutah, III., Aug. 14.—[Special.]—The 
continued drought is beginning to tell on 
the growing corn crop in this section of 
southern Lllinois, and unless the situation 
is relieved by rainfall within the next few 
days the extent of the injury from the dry 
weather will become a serious matter to the 
farmers throughout this rich agricultural 
district. It is estimated that the hot dry 
weather has already cut down the crop yield 
fully one-third, and a continuation of the 
drought will result in still greater loss to the 
crop. The pastures are aiso drying up and 
the drought is becoming a matter of serious 
concern to stock-growers as well as to other 
farmers in this section.

MORE WARRANTS FOR PASTOR DICKEY

Wall Street Stronger than for 
Twenty Years. 


GAINS FOR WHOLE LIST. 


Great Boom of 1879 May Be 
Again Repeated. 


CONDITIONS MUCH THE SAME. 


Coming of European Gold Is One of 
the Certainties. 


OUTSIDE PUBLIC BUYS STOCKS. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCH BY H. ALI. A WAX.) 

New York, Aug. 14.—[Special.I— Wall 
street closes a week unparalleled for years. 
Not only without precedent in activity, it 
has also been unapproached in strength. In 
very many ways the week's developments 
have been remarkable. Bear speculators 
have been continually at their hammering 
processes, and occasionally they have been 
able to force irregular reactions; but no 
bear accomplishment maintained any last- 
ing effect. In fact, as Governor Flower is 
today assuring his friends, that such in- 
cidental setbacks really serve only to em- 
phasize the market's magnificent strength. 

Practically every stock on the list has 
been strong. Many laggards roused them- 
selves, while all the favorites have scored 
new triumphs. Strong financial interests, 
which, at the close of the last week were 
unhesitating in the declaration that the 
market ought to have a rest for awhile, 
have got back into activity with just as 
much vim as ever. 

Such people sold stocks freely at the 
close of last week, but the main effect of 
all their liquidation was merely to make 
plainer than ever that the market in its 
development had reached the point where 
its progress was not dependent upon the 
favor of any one or two sets of operators. 
No surer test could have made plain the 
fact that the outside has really come into 
Wall street. 

Best in Twenty Years. 

It has been almost twenty years since such 
inherent market strength. has been discerni- 
bie. Just now this lesson is becoming ap- 
preciated. Professional Wall street has 
begun to talk enthusiastically over what 
it declares is the likeness of 1897 to the won- 
cer-working year of 1879. Then stocks 
started at bankruptcy prices—$5 and $10 per 
thare—and rose uninterruptedly beyond par. 
Wall street veterans are declaring that the 
business conditions which made the hith- 
erto unapproached boom of 1879 possible are 
now equaled, if not surpassed. ‘Then the 
country had been in distress and was re- 
Ifeved; then national financial integrity, 
after long assault, was certified; then vast 
harvests came in, though incidentally crop 
failures existed through most of the rest 
of the world; then to pay for the breadstuffs 
we shipped them Europe had to send us car- 
goes of gold. 

Better Able te Respond. 

The country is older now, bigger, better 
able to respond to the pulsations of better 
times; national integrity in the highest 
official sense has been declared superior to 
other issues; we have vast crops, and prac- 
tically every other nation has to buy of us; 
the coming of European gold here is one of 
the certainties, if not for this month, cer- 
tainly for next. 

In 1879 Northwest, St. Paul, Rock Island, 
Lake Shore, Lackawanna—practically all 
of the high class shares of today—were away 
down at bargain counter prices, most of 
them under or around $10 a share. 

Veterans who recollect how tonic were the 
influences which in 1879 worked these won- 
ders are inclined to be impatient when now 
crowding inquirers are continually asking 
if the pace of the present market is not to be 
considered too fast, and if the relatively 
small gains which have been scored are not 
danger marks. 

Boom in Low-Priced Stocks, 

Something of the spirit of the street de. 
veloped this week in the paying suddenly of 
enthusiastic attention to a long list of low- 
priced stocks. Indications that this might 
occur became apparent a week ago, as these 
dispatches to Tun CHICAGO TRIBUN® fore- 
cast. In the list of new favorites trotted out 
are some not worth much in any market, 
but in the list also are many which have been 
selling low for no other reason than that 
because of Wall street dullness and Wall 
street timidity they have been without any 
normal market. Many of the low-priced 
stocks have well-organized pools operating 
in them. If the general market holds there 
are bound to be some further advances in 
such cheap specialties as Union Pacific and 
its related properties, Denver and Gulf, and 
St. Joseph and Grand Island; in Quicksilver, 
in Brunswick Land, m Southern railway, 
and the Atchison shares. 

Total sales on the Stock Exchange during 
the last six days aggregated 3,478,390 shares, 
an increase over the preceding week of r, 
832. Compared with the week of July 81 
the increase was 1.300, 010 shares. 

The number of shares dealt in kept pace 
with the increase of business. On Monday 
there were 147 different stocks traded in, on 
Tuesday 122, on Wednesday 137, on Thura- 
day 147, on Friday 148 (the greatest number 
on record), and on Saturday 128. The week’s 
record was 180, against 178 in the previous 
week. 

Tomorrow a Test Day. 

Monday will, in the opinion of thoughtful 
men closely observant of stock market con- 
ditions, be a test day likely to indicate the 
tendency of the market for the rest of the 
week. If there be shown strength, if the 
market proves itself able to withstand profit 
taking sales and professional hammerinig 
that may be conspicuously in evidence, then 
in the opinion of veterans the coming week 
will be one in which the advance will con- 
tinue. If, on the other hand, a weakness 
sets in, Wall street will look for a week of 
irregulartty. , ’ 

Fully appreciating this fact, the reaction- 
ists and bear traders will probably put forth 
their best efforts on Monday, hoping thereby 
to make an impression at a time when the 
street is ready to receive one. But, judging 
from today’s market, their efforts will meet 
with but little success. They have tried hard 
to bring about lower prices at the close of 
the week, but commission houses, coming in 
with seemingly unlimited buying orders, 
made these bear operations look insignifi- 

Monday is usually the best day of the 
week for commission house purchases, aa it 
is from this source that the bears will meet 
opposition. 

Chicago fs more largely interested in the 
present market than has generally been dis- 
closed. A New York newspaper says that 
Norman Green Ream, John Cudahy, Philip 
D. Armour, and “a score of other Chicaga 
millionatres,” are indulging in important 
operations. One Chicago man now in Eu- 
rope is credited with having bought 250,000 
shares of St. Paul and Burlington during 
the present week.

As a head wind increases in velocity the 
sail is carried away from the mast. By this 
means the wind rather carries the boat out 
of the water instead of driving its head into 
the swell, as it inevitably does with even 
the best fitting sail of the old design. It 
is due to this peculiar fact that the new 
sail affords greater speed. The wind is all 


ward propulsion, and, at the same time, 
the boat is helped through the water by tak- 
ing away from it much of the weight of the 
sail and rigging. It is really buoyed to a 
great extent out of the water. 


Great Interest to Yachtsmen. 


The wonders that could be done with this 
sail have been commented upon much by 


has been done in English waters. Professor 
Biles is known as the designer of the Ameri- 
can steamships St. Paul and St. Louis, but 
his work has been wholly confined to the 
other side. 

It is on this account that the greater inter- 
est attaches to what is being done in Chicago 
by two enterprising inventors, William A.

But we 
will succeed sooner or later, and then you 
shall hear what we have done and how we 
did it.“

Professor H. B. Judson of the University 
of Chicago lectured this morning on the 
„Turkish Question.“ He said:

He 
has been frightened before. He has prom- 
ised, and he has never kept his promises. 
Without a European concert, intervention 
by the United States would be useless. With 
it it is not needed. Again it would be bad 
policy to become involved in foreign en- 
tanglements. Washington in his farewell 
address laid down the great principle that 
we should have as little political connection 
as possible with European powers.

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EIGHT DAYS FROM LONDON 


LETTER RECEIVED IN CHICAGO 
BREAKS ALL RECORDS. 


Schlesinger & Mayer Filled with sur- 
prise When They Observe the Re- 
markable Time Made — Another

The time record of letter mail in transit 
from London to New York has been broken, 
and letters have been read by merchants in 
Chicago in less than eight days, actual time, 
from the time they were blotted, sealed, and 
stamped by the clarks in London count- 
ing-rooms. ‘ 

Several agencles worked together in pro- 
ducing the results achieved when a ietter 
bearing the stamp of the London poscoffice 
at the hour of 6 p. m., Aug. 4, was delivered 
at the office of Schlesinger & Mayer in State 
street, Chicago, at noon Aug. 12. At the 
same hour an official of the Bank of Mont- 
real received a letter stamped in the London 
postoffice at 5:30 p. m., Aug. 4. 

Chief among the recent improvements add- 
ing to celerity in handling forcign mail is 
the service of the United States stcamer 
Peekskill, which is now used by the Post- 
office department as a mail transfer boat in 
New York Harbor, saving several hours’ 
time in dispatching foreign pouches to in- 
land points in the United States. Besides 
this the letters in question had the advan- 
tage of a quick trip across the Atlantic on 
the White Star line steamer Teutonic and 
close connections at Liverpool, Queenstown, 
and New York. 


Itinerary of the Letter. 


The letters, which were stamped at Lon- 
don on the afternoon of Aug. 4, left there 
that evening for Liverpool by rail, and 
from Liverpool were dispatched across the 
Irish Sea in time to be placed on board the 
Teutonic at Queenstown on the morning of 
Aug. 5. Off Fastnet light the steamer took 
her time, and when she reached New York, 
at 2a. m. last Wednesday, Aug. 11, by com- 
puting the difference between London and 
New York time, it was determined she had 
been five days and eighteen hours in making 
the trip across the Atlantic. This is not 
record-breaking time for the Teutonic, but 
marks a fair voyage with no setbacks. 

Speaking of the work of the Peekskill, 
Superintendent of Mails Montgomery, in the 
Chicago Postoffice, who has just returned 
from New York, said yesterday: 

“The foreign mail, since the Peekskill 
went into service, is handled in New York 
Harbor with great expedition. On July 30 
I saw 919 pouches unloaded from the Lu- 
cania upon the Peekskill in just twenty- 
three minutes after the Lucania reached 
quarantine. Three-quarters of an hour 
afterwards, and before the Lucania had 
reached her own docks, the Peekskill was 
unloading the pouches for railroad lines 
making connections there at the Cortlandt 
street dock. 


Distributing Clerks on Board. 


“On German-American lines there are 
distributing clerks on board to pouch for- 
elgn mail for different. cities on its way 
across the Atlantic. On other lines the mail 
is pouched for inland cities before it is 
shipped. In either case there is no reason 
why Chicago pouches should be delayed 
several hours by going through the New 
York general postoffice. The work of the 
Peekskill obviates the necessity for this 
and relieves the New York office of a great 
deal of work. The pouches, as they are re- 
ceived on the Peekskill, are sorted into piles 
for unloading at various docks, to con- 
nect with various railway systems.“ 

The record-breaking letters that were de- 
livered in Chicago last Thursday noon in the 
usual course of events would have been 
delivered early Friday morning, but the 
close connections all around brought them 
through half a business day earlier. Reci- 
pients of these two London letters were sur- 
prised when they received them on Thurs- 
day, and Schlesinger & Mayer wrote Post- 
master Gordon a letter commenting upon 
the incident, as follows: 

The Hon. C. U. Gordon, Postmaster, Chicago.— 
Dear Sir: As we often have occasion to coniplain 
for slow delivery of letters, it gives us pleasure 
to bring to the notice of your department the re- 
markable time made by a letter, covering of which 
is enclosed. This letter left London Aug. 4 and 
arrived here this noon, Aug. 12—viz.: Eight days 
en route—which breaks all previous records in our 
establishment.

Effort te Control the Prices for Work / 


and Restrict Competition in 
the Future. 


Chicago architects are planning a combi- “SP 
nation for the purpose of controlling the 19 * 
prices for work, regulating the business ; r 
generally, and restricting competition among e 
themselves. Agreement notices are in cir- * 7 
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culation which contain a schedule of prices 
for plans submitted in competition, and 
these notices are mostly kindly received. 
It is provided in the agreement that it will 
not be effective until signed by at least fifty 
architects. It is claimed that the competi- 
tion for plans has become so intense that 
It has resulted in actual loss to every com- 
petitor save the one selected, and the com- 
bination proposes to exact a fee for com- 
peting for a plan whether the plan is se- 
lected or rejected. The schedule of charges 
for competitive work, provided for in the 
code, is to be a fractional part of the reg- 
ular charges for preliminary work adopted 
by the American Institute of Architects, so 
arranged as to diminish the compensation 
of each architect as the number of archi- 
tects competing increases, but to Increase 
the total cost of the competition to the own- 
er of the proposed structure as the service of 
each additional architect is acquired. 


CRAZED MAN CREATES A LIVELY SCENE 


John J. Carroll Appears at the Hiber- 
mian Bank and Demands an 
Accounting. 


John J. Carroll, crazed with a threatened 
attack of typhoid fever, appeared at the 
Hibernian Bank yesterday and demanded 
his money. from the institution, which he 
said was not safe. Carroll, who is a laborer, 
living at 2921 Haines court, entered the bank 
with a friend and demanded to know how 
his saving account stood. He was told to 
return on Monday, but this he refused to 
do, and demanded that he be allowed to see 
the President, J. B. Clark. He was shown 
to the latter’s presence and was again told 
to return on Monday, but instead he went to 
the paying teller’s window and made an- 
other demand for an accounting. He plant- 
ed himself in front of the teller’s window 
and refused to move, but officers finally took 
him to the Central Station. Lieutenant Haas 
refused to lock him up, as it was evident 
he was ill, Dr. Potter was summoned and 
Carroll was taken to his home. The doctor 
said the man was delirious from a threat- 
ened attack of typhoid fever. 


TAKES AN EVANSTON CATHOLIC CHURCH 


Father Peter Bierman Appointed Pas- 
tor of St. Nicholas Parish by 
Archbishop Feehan. 


The Rev. Peter Bierman has been appoint- 
ed by Archbishop Feehan to succeed Father 
Greenebaum as priest at St. Nicholas’ Ger- 
man Catholic Church of Evansten. The 
Rev. William Faher will remain as assistant 
to Father Blerman. 

Father Bierman was born in Westphalia, 
Germany, in 1864. He came to Chicago 
when a child, and was educated and ordained 
at St. Francis’ College, near Milwaukee, 
His first parish was the Church of the Im- 
maculate Conception, at South Chicago, and 
he leaves that charge to remove to Evans- 
ton. The Evanston parish includes the 
German settlement at Niles Center, and ex- 
tends from Rogers Park to North Rvans- 
ton. 

There are nearly 1,400 German Catholics 
within the borders of the charge. Father 
Bierman will erect a magnificent stone 
church. 


SHOT BECAUSE SHE WOULDS'T ELOPE 


Mrs. Hattie Roberts, Colored, Is Mur 
dered by Mathew Lee, Whe Was 
Infatuated with Her, 


Mrs. Hattie Roberts, colored, was shot and 
instantly killed yesterday afternoon by 
Mathew Lee, also colored. The shooting 
took place in the woman’s room at 21 
Twenty-sixth street, the man firing four 
shots, two of which took effect and the third 
going so close to her face that she was powder 
burned. The man escaped. Several suspects 
were picked up by the Grand Crossing police 
a few hours later. The cause of the shooting 
is a mystery to everybody, but the police are 
working on the theory that Lee was infat- 
uated with the woman, and called on her 
for the purpose of having her elope with 
him. They then argue that she probably 
refused to do so, and during the exciting 
words which followed Lee drew his revolver 
and shot the woman. The murdered woman 
was 27 yearsold. Her husband worked with 
Lee, side by side, as laborers on the new 
Northwest land tunnel.

1 ty celebration of the century. He returned 
"with, his commission as privy councilor to

HEARING IN CANADIAN RAILWAY CASE 


Attorney General Listens to Argu- 
gsuments Regarding New Tariff Bill 
~Eix-Secretary Carlisle Counsel. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 14.—Attorney 
Genéral McKenna today gave a hearing to 
parties interested in the question involved 
in section 22 of the new tariff act. Some 
days ago the Secretary of the Treasury re- 
celved information from the Collector of 
Customs at Chicago that a large invoice of 
teas and other goods from Japan had been 
received at that port over a Canadian rail- 
road, and asking whether the 10 per cent 
discriminating duty provided for in section 
22 applied to these goods. 

#ormer Secretary Carlisle appeared for 
the Boston and Maine railroad, and former 
Assistant Secretary Hamlin represented the 
Associated Board of Trade and the Mer-. 
chants’ association of Boston. Mr. Hamlin 
was the first speaker. 

The question, he said, was whether goods 
shipped from China or Japan to points in the 
United States through Canada were importa- 
tions from Canada within the meaning of the 
statute, The goods, he insisted, could not 
fairly be said to be exporations from Canada. 
In the case of goods going through United 
States territory in bond from a point in 
Canada to another point in Canada the So- 
licitor of the Treasury in an exhaustive rul- 
ing had decided that such entry of goods did 
not constitute an importation within the 
meaning of the statute. He cited as an 
analogous statute the law requiring the de- 
portation of Chinamenh to the country 
from whence" they came. In construing 
that statute the Attorney General had de- 
cided the words from whence he came” 
meant his ultimate country of departure 
(China), unless the Chinaman had been 
naturalized by the Dominion government. 

Mr. Hamlin argued that the statute. as 
shown by its history, related only to vessels, 
and ventured the assertion that it has been 
placed in the statute at the instigation of 
vessel owners, 

To this, however, the Attorney General de- 
murred, saying he understood that Senator 
Bikins was its author. And if vessels only 
were meant why, he asked, was contiguous 
territory mentioned? 

Mr. Carlisle at this point interrupted to 
urge that the word vessels, whether for our 
ports or those of contiguous territory, quali- 
fied the whole section. 

Joseph Nimmo of New York, who is con- 
nected with the Bureau of Statistics, asked 
to be heard, and went into a lengthy review 
of the subject. It had been a war of the 
transportation interests of the United States 
and Canada since 1848. Canada had, he 
said, deported herself not only as a govern- 
ment but as a railroad and canal corpora- 
tion. To the craftiness of politics she had 
added the tricks of business. She had built 
the Canadian Pacific at a cost of $21b,000,000 
to divert American commerce from Ameri- 
can ships and American railroads, 

Mr. Carlisle, in closing the hearing, said 
that if section 22 did not apply only to ves- 
sels he agreed with Mr. Hamlin that the 
words came into meant imported. Rut 
he contended that the whole statute related 
only to goods imported in veasels of the 
United States.“ The old statute did not 
meet all the requirements. While it imposed 

the discriminating duties on cargoes in ves- 
sels coming directly to the United States 
ports, it did not touch goods brought in such 
vessels to contiguous territory and then 
shipped to the United States. He argued 
that the clause had been inserted to prevent 
just such roundabout importations, which 
now escaped the discriminating tax. 

After Mr. Carlisle concluded the Attorney 
General pointed out that there must have 
been in the minds of the legislators who 
framed the clause a meaning for the subati- 
tution of the words came into for im- 
ported when applied to contigu@js terri- 
tory. 

Mr. Carlisle asked if goods in bond from 
China could: be considered goods imported 
from Canada. 

The Attorney General said they were not 
importations. 

Then Mr. Carlisle sald that fact furnished 
an adequate explanation. If such goods 
were not importations then the words came 
into would have to be used. 

The Attorney General gave Mr. Carlisle 
and Mr. Hamlin until Wednesday next to

ELECTRICITY 10 GUARD CASH BOXES. 


United States Government Adopts New 
Devices for the Protection of 
the Treasury Vaults. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 14.--[8pecial.]— 
United States Treasurer Elias H. Roberts 
has prepared a plan for protecting the money 
vaults of Uncle Sam in the Treasury Bulld- 
ing by modern electrical devices. The plan 
has been approved by Secretary Gage and 
contracts will be let in a few days for doing 
the work. If the system works satisfactorily 
it will be extended to the other bureaus of 


stamps are largely handled. 

The system provides for a central station 
outside the Treasury Building as well as for 
stations within. These stations are on the 
same order as an alarm in a. fire engine 
house. The different safes and vaults will 
be connected with these stations. In case a 
vault or safe is tampered with an alarm is 
immediately rung in at the stations. Should 
the stations in the Treasury Building be tam- 
pered with to prevent the proper alarms 
there the central station would be sure to 
furnish the location of the evil work. The 
man in charge of the central station would 
immediately notify those inside. 

Treasurer Roberts will have an orrange- 
ment by which he can at once be notified at 
his home if anyth wrong is going on. By 
the electric system the safes and vaults close 
at a certain hour and if an attempt is made 
to open them previous to the hour fixed by 
the system for their being opened, the alarm 
is turned in. Tho system will extend to the 
outside of the building and will be a warning 
against attempts from that direction.,

Be Executed in Buffalo. 


WILL BE TAKEN UPIF NOT 


Applies to the Western Passenger 
Association’s Territory. 


NO STOPOVER IS ALLOWED. 


Chairman Caldwell has issued the follow- 
ing important circular to coupon ticket 
agents regarding the necessity for calling 
the attention of G. A. R. passengers to the 
requirement that all tickets sold from 
Western Passenger association territory 
must be executed at Buffalo in order to be 
honored for return passage: 

Tour particular attention is called to the 
fact that all tickets sold from this territory 
must be executed by the joint agent at 300 
Washington street, Buffalo, N. X., before 
they will be good for return passage west 
of the eastern gateways of the Western Pas- 
senger association—viz.: Chicago, Peoria, 
and St. Louis. In making sales of tickets 
for this occasion you will please be very par- 
ticular to call the attention of each and 
every passenger to the fact that tickets sold 
from this territory must in all cases be exe- 
cuted at Buffalo before they will be good 
for return passage within Western Passen- 
ger association territory. That this ar- 
rangement applies on tickets returning from 
Buffalo within the open return limit—viz.: 
leaving Buffalo between Aug. 24 and 81, in - 
clusive, ag well as on tickets deposited for 
extension, and that this arrangement ap- 
plies in this territory regardiess of the fact 
that from certain other teggitory in the 
United States such provision is not required. 

Make this very clear and emphatic so 
that passengers will understand that before 
the can return west of Chicago, Peoria, and 
St. Louis they must go to the joint agent in 
Buffalo, at the above address, and have him 
execute their tickets, as they will be dis- 
honored on the return trip if presented at 
Chicago, seoria, or St. Louis without such 
execution.”’ 

C. F. Adams, joint agent for the Buffalo 
terminal lines, has been authorized to act 
as joint agent at Buffalo for the lines in 
the Western Passenger association. 

To prevent the granting of stopover priv- 
lieges on G. A. R. tickets Chairman Cald- 
well has issued positive instructions that 
every ticket via the Chicago gateway must 
be presented at Chicago within twenty-four 
hours after being executed at Buffalo, and 
those via Peoria and St. Louis within 
thirty-six hours.

NIC IN OGDEN’S GRovn, 


Declaration Made That Force and Cola 

Steel Must Be Used in Order te Se- 
cure Freedom — Queen Victoria’s 
Name Hisse@d and America and 
Franee Condemned for Participat- 
tng in Jubilee—sState Law Against 
Carrying Arms Denounced, 


Forcible utterances in behalf of Irish free- 


dom were made at the twenty-second an- 


nual picnic of the united Irish societies of 
Chicago at Ogden’s Grove yesterday after- 
noon and evening. The declaration was 
made that Ireland, to be free, must use 
force and cold steel, and the spirit of Sam 
Adams when he wrote, Resistance to ty- 
rants is obedience to God.“ was commended. 

Queen Victoria's name was hissed when- 
ever mentioned in relation to her jubilee, 
and the United States and France were con- 
demned for the part they took in the festivi- 


es. 

The State law prohibiting private organi- 
gations from carrying arms in a parade also 
came in for severe condemnation. 


Ten Thousand People Present. 

A fair day brought out 10,000 people to the 
picnic. It was an orderly, good natured 
crowd, too, with a generous sprinkling of 
City Hall politicians. 

The oceasion commemorated the 209th an- 
niversary of the famous victory of the Irish 
over the English at Yellow Forge. and the 
heroism of Hugh O'Neil and his warriors, as 
well as the lesson to be drawn from their 
victory, formed the principal theme of the 
speakers at the afternoon and evening meet- 
ings. 

The celebration of the Queen’s jubilee and 
the reason for the refusal of Irishmen to 
participate therein were set forth in lan- 
guage that drew applause from the crowd, 
which: did not hesitate to hiss and groan at 
the mention of the Queen's name. The mat- 
ter was also referred to in the address and 
resolutions adopted by the meeting. The 
resolutions also expressed sympathy with 
the people of India and Cuba, approved the 
action of the Senate In defeating the arbitra- 
tion treaty with Great Britain, and con- 
demned as unjust and unnecessary the act 
passed by the last Legislature prohibiting 
the carrying of arms by independent mill- 
tary organizations. 

March Without Arms. 

An object lesson of its effect was fur- 
nished by the Gaellic Guards, who, with 
Walsh’s Band at their head, escorted the 
speakers of the day and the officers of the 
society from McCoy's Hotel to the grounds. 
They bore no arms, however, and were 
outspoken in their condemnation of the 
law which forced them to so appear. Fire- 
works followed the conclusion of the night 


meeting. 


about 4:80 o'clock by President John T. 
Keating, who, after a few words of wel- 
come, introduced P. B. Flanagan, who acted 
as chairman of the meeting. 

He said that while it was true the efforts 
of the heroic men who had suffered and died 
that Ireland might be free had not been 
crowned with success, yet their endéavors 
had been of such a noble, patriotic char- 
acter that the lovers of human liberty must 
honor them to the endoftime.

eland's past glory and the virtues of her 
brave people, but the need now was of the 
future and how to secure some tangible 
results, He said that factional differences 
had been the curse of the Irish and wntil 
this evil was remedied it was a waste of 
time to try to accomplish anything. 

James Graham of Springfield, II., ex- 
State's Attorney of Sangamon County, who 
followed Mr. McGlynn, advocated forcible 
methods in working for Irish liberty. 

“if Hugh O'Neil's victory means any- 


thing,” he said, it means that bégging and 


pleading will not accomplish anything for 
Irish liberty, which, if won at all, must be 
won as O'Neil won his victory 209 years ago, 
by force and cold steel.“ 

He then touched upon the Queen's jubilee 
and recited in detail the evils Ireland has 


suffered during the sixty years of Victoria’s

One of England's great men-—indeed, one 
of the great men of the world--has arrived in 
New York. This is Lord Kelvin, whose great 
achievements have won for him the title of 
King of Scientists. Lord Kelvin is not a 
Scotsman, although the Scots claim him. 
The Irish insist he is theirs. But the En- 
gush, who do not claim him at all, are really 
most entitled to all the honor, for Lord 
Kelvin is an Anglo-Saxon by blood. All three 
countries can shine by reflection from the 
luster of Lord Kelvin's light, for. although 
he is Anglo-Saxon by biood, he is Irish by 
birth and education, and Scotch in all of his 
surroundings. 

Lord Kelvin is coming to this side of the 
Atlantic to attend the meeting of the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science 
to be held at Toronto, Aug. 18-25. Canada’s 
distinguished guest well deserves the name 
of prince and “king” of science. His 
researches in electricity have been of the 
highest order. He is the master of the math- 
ematics of electricity. His extraordinary 
mathematical insight has served vast pur- 
poses, and much of it is made manifest in 
the numerous communications from his pen 
on the subject of vortex motion that have 
appeared in the transactions of the Royal 
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LORD KELVIN, KING OF SCIENTISTS. 
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went there to live. The son became a 
student in the college, and it was then, under 
the traini of his. distinguished and 
brilliant father, that he obtained the solid 
groundwork in mathematics that enabled 
him to come out second wrangler at the 
close of his undergraduate career at Cam- 
bride. It was said of him that he studied 
mathematics for business, and every other 
branch of sclence for pleasure. Very soon 
after he had taken his degree he was made 
a fellow of his college, and then posted to

KIPLBY DIPS INTO THE O'CONNOR cASE 


Chief of Police Believes the New 
Theory of Murder to Be Piausible 
O' Neil Sure of It. 


Accompanied by Captain O’Nell and 
Lieutenant Shippy of the Stock Yards Police 
Station, Chief of Police Kipley yesterday 
visited John Egan’s saloon, 1323 West Forty- 
seventh street, where William O’Connor met 
his death, it now seems, at the hand of a 
murderer. After a thorough examination of 
the premises, the police belief in the murder 
theory was strengthened. It is hoped that 
John Egan and Michael Ward, a boarder in 
Egan's house, next door to the saloon, who 
are locked up, may throw some light on the 
case. 

It is believed Egan and O Connor had a 
quarrel about money matters, and that 
during the row shots were fired. The police 
think Egan jumped through a window of 
tho saloon after O'Connor had been infured 
and climbed into his own. house, then ran 
back into the saloon, and gave the alarm. 

It was found by Chief Kipley and the 
policemen with him yesterday that a win- 
dow between the two buildings, which had 
been closed for a long time, bore evidences 
of having been opened recently. , 

Captain O'Neill said last night so far he 
had been unable to secure an eye-witness to 
the shooting, but that the chain of circum- 
Stantial evidence against Egan was 80 
strong he had no doubt of being able to hold 
him to the Criminal Court to answer to the 
charge of having murdered O’Connor. 

Much of the testimony which wag pre- 
sented at the inquest was manufactured by 
Egan,” said the Captain, and when the 
inquest is completed on Tuesday I will have 
evidence which will destroy the testimony of 
Mrs. Emma Starrett, who says she saw 
Egan run out of the back door of his house 
Into the rear entrance of the saloon.“ 

Captain O'Neill says he expects to prove 
that Egan was not only in the saloon at the 
time the shot which killed O’Connor was 
fired, but that Egan fired the shot with 
murderous intent. The Captain also said 
that he had Egan's whereabouts traced up 
to within two minutes of the time the shot 
was heard. At that time he was in the 
saloon. 

Both Egan and Ward deny any connection 
with the shooting, but they are not allowed 
to have any conversation with each other. 


CHARGED WITH ROBBING FISK & 60. 


George Williams, an Aged Colored 
Porter, Said to Have Stolen Theou- 
sands of Dollars’ Worth of Goods. 


George Williams, an aged colored man. 
was locked up at the City Hail yesterday 
on charges of larceny. Williams has been 
a porter for D. B. Fisk & Co, wholesale mil- 
liners at Washington street and Wabash 
avenue, for twenty years. He has enjoyed 
the confidence of his employers and served 
them faithfully wntll recently, when val- 
uable goods were missed and he was finally 
suspected. 

Williams had little to say about his arrest. 
and he was directly charged with stealing 
goods valued at $10. 

Detectives Howe and Tynan later made an 
investigation and it was discovered that 
Wiliams had been systematically robbing 
the firm for fifteen years. Over $500 worth 
of stolen goods consisting of silk, feathers, 
hats, and other articles, was recovered at 
his home, 8580 Dearborn street. Goods 
stolen ten years were found and with some 
difficulty identified by representatives of 
Fisk & Co. 

In every nook and corner of the elegantly 
furnished flat the officers found pieces of 
valuable silks. laces, and other articles. It 
is estimated that Williams took thousands 
of dollars’ worth of goods during his twenty 
years’ service. 

His wife was dressed in the height of 
fashion and cut quite a figure in colored 
society circles. Williams himself dressed 
well and always carrted considerable money 
with him. How Wiliams managed to take 
the property from the store is not known.

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RED NETTING RULED OUT 


FRUIT DEALERS AGREE TO ACCEPT 
HEALTH DEPARTMENT'S LAW. 


Commissioner Reynolds and Alderman 
Gunther Meet a Committee of South 
Water Street Merchants and Arrive 
at am Amicabie Understanding in 
Regard to the New Ordinance—Best 
Peaches May Not Be Found at the 
Top After Sept. 1. 


Hereafter when a housewife purchases a 
basket of fruit in Chicago she will not suffer 
the discomfiture of finding, upon examina- 
tion, that fine, large peaches lie on top, and 
poor, undersized stuff is stored away in the 
bottom of the basket. Neither will she be 
deceived as to the quality of the fruit by 
its careful covering of pretty red tarlatan 
vell which makes it appear far more luscious 
and pink and tempting but likewise much 
less real. 

The reason for this. pleasing new state of 
affairs is the action decided upon in a con- 
ference between Health Commissioner Reyu- 
olds and Alderman Gunther, acting for the 
city, and a representative delegation of 
South Water street commission merchants 
and fruit dealers held yesterday afternoon 
in the Produce Exchange at Clark and 
South Water streets. The meeting was held 
for the plain purpose of discussing an or- 
dinance passed on March 1 by the City Coun- 
cil regulating the sale of all sorts of fruit. 

The enforcement of the ordinance was 
placed in the hands of Health Commissioner 
Reynolds and after a careful review of the 
situation the commissioner deemed it best 
to discuss the ordinance with representative 
frult and vegetable deal@rs and shippers 
before taking active steps toward its en- 
forcement. 

Mr. Gunther Explains It. 

Accordingly a conference was called for 
yesterday. Alderman Gunther, who was 
active in passing the ordinance, was pres- 
ent to explain the Cauncil’s meaning on any 
point not clear to the fruit men. 

The ordinance was taken up section by 
section and discussed from all points of 
view. While the commission men objected 
rather strenuously to several of the minor 
clauses, the more important ones, those 
dealing with the size and weight of the pack- 
ages and the discontinuance of the use of 
colored netting for covering baskets, were 
unanimously indorsed. 

The. dealers’ objections jere mainly 
against their having to pay fines for selling 
fruit. which dishonest farmers: put up in 
undersized packages. They believed that 
the farmers—the persons who pack the 
frult—should be held responsible for viola- 
tion of the ordinance and not the city sell- 
ers. An objection was also raised to the 
clause in the ordinance making it necessary 
to mark each package with the exact 
amount it contains. The dealers claim this 
does not allow for the shrinkage in various 
fruits. They say the packages may be full 
size and honestly filled by the growers, but 
that by the time the fruit reaches here it 


it ls unjust to hold them responsible for this. 
Reach an Understanding. 

Dr. Reynolds explained that the inspectors 
he proposed to send out to do this work 
would be intelligent men, and would rely 
on common sense more than on exac! 
weights and measures. This explanation 
was satisfactory, and the conference ended 
with the indorsement of the ordinance by 
the merchants.

The — question that troubles the minds 
of the General Passenger Agents is the form 
of ticket to be used. A subcommittee of the 
Executive committee of the Western Pas- 
senger association has been wrestling with 
the matter for several days, and a report 
has been agreed upon which will be submitted 
to a meeting of the Executive committee on 
next Tuesday. 

The subcommittee, it is understood; favors 
the form of ticket invented by General Pa.- 
senger Agent Sebastian of tue Rock Island 
which requires the purchase of tickets from 
point to point at regular rates, and after 
1,000 miles have been traveled a rebate Will 
be paid to make the net cost two cents a 


mile.

There are no lights in the coal miners’ 
houses. The last bit of oil gave out three 
days ago and now the strikers, who sit idly 
about in front of the shops all day, go to bed 
when it gets dark. Most of them would not 
mind the dark if they did not havo to go 
to bed hungry. 


Besiege Relief Stations. 


At one end of the business street here the 
strikers’ Relief committee has rented the 
top story of an old ramshackle frame build- 
ing that once had an Italian saloon under it. 
Up the rickety stairs of this building every 
day go small baskets of fat pork that would 
make an Esquimau shudder, sacks of flour, 
and an occasional batch of vegetables 
brought in by some farmer. Almost as fast 
as the provisions come in sight hungry men 
in stogy boots, or without any boots at all, 
come trooping out from the miners’ shan- 
ties to get a share of it for their families. 
When the provisions are all given out they 
eat up what they have and then go hungry 
till the next allowance comes. 
families of.from two to twelve persons each, 
more of them with twelve than with two, 
and almost the same number of single men 
are depending on the gifts that are distrib- 
uted from this old garret to keep them from 
starving. ) 

There is one section of Spring Valley, near 
one of the four coal shafts, that looks from 
a distance like a green silk dress cov- 
ered with red polka dots. The polka dots 
are little red cottages, which the Spring 
Valley Coal company rents to its miners. 
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every month at the rate of $12 for the two 
weeks, and paying the company $5 a month 
rent. He recovered damages for his hurt 
from the company and was allowed to keep 
the house. 

Yesterday the woman went to the Relief 
committee’s headquarters in the garret over 
the saloon to get help. She was given the 
best there was, which consisted of a big 
chunk of clear pork fat and a quantity of 
flour. She had no salt to make bread with 
and so she killed the last of her flock of 
chickens to buy salt with. The pork was 
boiled to make soup, and after the children 
had eaten the soup what was left of the 
pork was fried for another meal. 

There were two rooms in this shanty. The 
family ate, cooked, washed, and sat in the 
front room and slept in two rickety beds in 
the rear. 

In some of the red polka dot cottages the 
miners were too proud to go to the Relief 
committee for help. The committee found 
them out and sent some flour. The children 
were sent out to hunt for wild blackberries 
and raspberries, and this with the bread was 
all that the families had to live on. A few of 
the miners begged ears of corn of the farm- 
ers. The fuel to roast the ears and bake the 
bread was pieces of boards picked up by the 
children. 

The miners’ shanties are scattered all over 
Spring Valley. Most of the Poles and Ital- 
lans live by themselves in the northern part 
of the city. The destitution among them is 
even greater than among the English speak- 
ing miners. They have been trying to sup- 
port families of eight and sometimes twelve 
children on two weeks’ work a month, for 
which they got $10, paying half of it for 
house rent.

They are about large enough for three peo- 
ple, but most of them hold from six to 
twelve.

Most of the supplies donated to the Spring 
Valley miners so far have come from Daven- 
purt and Milwaukee. The Putnam County 
farmers donated 500 bushels of corn, which 
the committee had ground into meal and 
dealt out. A large portion of the provisions 
have gone to the negro miners, who make 
up a good share of the strikers here. The 
negroes own nothing and save nothing, ac- 
cording to the rest of the miners. 


Schedule of Charities. 


The committee has a regular allowance, 
depending on the size of the family. Fam- 
Illes of seven or more get fifty pounds of 
flour, one pound of coffee, three pounds of 
sugar, five pounds of meat, and ten pounds 
of corn meal: families of five or more, thirty 
pounds of flour, one pound of coffee, two 
pounds of sugar, four pounds of meat, and 
ten pounds of corn meal; families of three 
or more, twenty pounds of flour, one pound 
of coffee, two pounds of sugar, three pounds 
of meat. and ten pounds of corn meal; fam- 
ilies of less than three, ten pounds of flour, 
one pound of coffee, two pounds of sugar, 
ten pounds of corn meal, and two pounds of 
meat. That is the plan as it is printed in 
the applications for help. The committee 
hustles around to get salt pork and flour, 
and then fs unable to supply the demand, 
without paying any attention to the coffee, 
sugar, and corn meal. No supplies have 
come from Chicago so far. ; 

There were 705 families on the relief list 
here on Wednesday, and more are being 
added every day. Before the strike sev- 
eral hundred unmarried miners lived in 
boarding-houses, where the paid about $2 
a week. As they worked less than half of 
the time, they couldn’t earn enough to pay 
their board, and were getting deeper in debt 
the longer they worked. After they quit 
work altogether and depended on charity 
they began boarding themselves. A large 
part of the balance of the 1,600 strikers at 
Spring Valley are living that way. 

When the Spring Valley miners struck in 
1894 Hall Township allowed $6,000 for the 
relief of the destitute here and at Seton. 
This year Supervisor Nelson has $3,000 to 
distribute in the township, which, he says, 
will not even keep the present pauper list. 
If thé strike lasts much longer, or if the 
miners go back to work at the same wages 
they were getting, almost every one of the 
1,600 will be more or less a township de- 
pendent, Already it has been necessary to 
stretch the rules and give help to the able- 
bodied men who are out of work. 


Get Credit at La Salle. 


The La Salle and Peru miners are better 
off in some respects than the Spring Val- 
ley strikers. There are more English, Amer- 
icans, and Irish among them. There are five 
shafts at La Salle and Peru, four of them 
owned by one company, and the company 
is helping the strikers. 

Before the strike the company allowed 
its miners to trade at the company store or

Some of the women, 
fairly starved to it, left their babies with 
their husbands and went out to find work. 
They went to the residences awd begged a 
chance to do washing and scrubbing. 

The husband of one of the women who had 
started out to get work sat in front of the 
long tumble-down shanty where his seven 
children were, smoking a clay pipe yester- 
day morning. A 16-year-old girl was clear- 
ing away the breakfast dishes inside.

CHICAGO FIREBUGS HAVE A NOVEL 
WAY OF STARTING FIRES. 


Mysterious Ingredients Confined in 
Glass Cases Made to Explode ata 
get Time—Conundrum for the Chem- 
iste—Conviction of the Gang for 
Offenses in the South Leads to 
Strange Disclosures—New Ideas in 
Plundering Insurance Companies. 


ITH a simple-looking glass bulb, 
containing an unknown chemical 
mixture, a bold band of Chicago 
firebugs have been conducting 
operations on a big scale for over 
four years. In this time they have defrauded 
ce companies out of a large amount 

of money in risks and rewards. Three of 
the men implicated are now under peniten- 
sentences, and a fourth is trying to 
efade capture by the police. Inspector M. 
W. Conway of the Chicago Fire department 
is confident the gang has been effectually 
broken up, but he will not be entirely satis- 
with his work until he masters the mys- 
tery of the glass bulb and its contents. This 


discovered, and the theory now accepted is 
that the explosion and flames are generated 
withig the bulb itself, the latter being blown 
into impalpable powder, thus destroying all 
trace Pf the device. 


Smith, the Bulb Inventor. 


F Smith is named by Inspector Conway 
and other fire and police officials as being 
the head and brains of the gang, the others 
being merely his tools. It is Smith who is 
credited with responsibility for the bulb 


. device. All kinds of offers of clemency and 


even money reward have been made to him 
if he will tell the secret of its ingredients 
and method of operation, but he declines to 
make the facts known. By the side of this 
contrivance the arson apparatus of all other 
firebugs is clumsy and easy of detection. 
The New-Yorkers who defrauded Bastern 
insurance companies out of $350,000 last fall 
by means of kerosene cans and burning can- 
dies left incriminating evidence of their 
work behind them and were readily caught. 
Armed with his glass bulb, or three or four 
of them, the Chicago firebug proportionates 
the explosive material to do its work in, 
say, ten hours. He fills the bulbs, places 
them in inflammable stock, and then, openly 
and with ostentatious leave-takings, boards 
a train for a town 200 miles away. Ten 
hours later fire destroys his heavily-insured 
stock and there is no trace of criminal 
mechanism. That man has a pretty strong 
alibi and he knows it, as do also the insur- 
ance people. These latter may have their 
suspicions, but they need proofs, and this

is a task in which insurance companies have 
engoged the services of expert chemists, 
but thus far no progress has been made. 
Last spring a man giving his name as 
William Eaton opened an agency in Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., for the distribution of toys, 
willowware, and similar goods. Later he 


took out $25,000 insurance on his stock, and 


following this there was a fire. In the mean- 
time, the suspicions of the insurance men 
had been aroused, and there was an investi- 


gation, which resulted in the arrest of Eaton 
and his subsequent conviction. 


When he 
was arraigned for trial a Chicago attorney 
appeared to defend him. It developed that 
Eaton himself was from Chicago, and that 
another Chicago man had been there and 
had a conference with him about the time 
of his arrest. On the trial a negro named 
Grandison, who had worked for Eaton, told 
of seeing some suspicious glass bulbs about 
the store, which his employer had cautioned 
him agajnst handling. 
Methods of the Chicago Gang. 

Inspector Conway heard of all these things 
and made up his mind that the flrebug gang 
which had been operating in Chicago had 
transferred themselves to other parts of the 
country, still using this city as a base. It

MINERS FACESTARVATION 


CONDITION OF THE STRIKERS IN 
ILLINOIS GROWING DESPERATE. 


Men Who Work Beneath the Ground, 
Together with Their Families, Are 
Driven to the Last Straits at Spring 
Valley and Other Points in the 
State—They Say to Work at the Old 
Seale Will Not Better Their 
Condition.

footed from Oglesby to get help from the 
La Salle Relief committee. Her family of 
six children had been living on berries for 
three days and did not even have a crust. 

The small piece of pork and the flour given 
her made a banquet for the half starved 
family. Miners tramping for eight or ten 
miles out into the country in shoes they 
have borrowed of their neighbors to beg 
help of thé farmers are common. These 
miners will beg, however, but they seldom 
think of applying for work on the farms. 
According to the mine bosses a miner above 
ground is like a fish out of water, and is 
almost as helpless. 


Bad Debts Confront Merchants. 

One La Salle merchant who has trusted 
the miners to soup bones and small bits of 
meat until his account book is filled up to 
the last page said yesterday: 

“I have. accounts on my books for from 
$10 to $100 that have run from the last 
strike. Those are the only ones I have shut 
down on. The rest I am trusting to small 
bits of meat. When they come too often I 
read them a Tecture and refuse to let them 
have anything. I know these miners would 
be glad to settle with me if they could. I 
have to pay cash for my meat in Chicago and 
to the farmers, and I’ve got a pretty hard 
row to hoe. The other merchants here are 
in the same boat.“ 

The merchants at Spring Valley and those 
at La Salle and Peru have taken opposite 
courses. The Spring Valley shopkeepers had 
to shut off on their credit to save themselves. 
The shopkeepers at La Salle are giving 
credit to about two-thirds of the miners, 
although they acknowledge they have small 
hopes of ever getting anything back, unless 
the strikers win. They say they don't dare 
guess where it is going to end. 

Destitation at Belleville. 

At Belleville, III., the strikers are fast ap- 
proaching destitution. The leaders told Tu» 
TRIBUNE correspondent that six weeks more 
of the strike would bring them to the edge 
of starvation. The 5,000 miners in St. Clair 
County were almost there before they 
struck, They owed for their living during 
the strike of 1894. Around Belleville most 
of the miners are Germans, and truck gar- 


dens are proving their salvation now. They 


have become vegetarians from necessity. 
A relief committee distributes what charity 
supplies to the dependent strikers. In other 
parts of the district there is more distress, 
but it is not yet serious. Negroes, Italians, 
and Poles, the most improvident of the 
are in the worst condition and 
will face starvation first. Some of the min- 
ers are on the march and the women and 
chiidren have been left to shift for them- 
selves while they are gone. 

Miserable frame shacks, for which they 
have to pay an exorbitant rental, are what 
a large share of the miners here have to live 
in. They rent of the companies and the 
companies make up for what they fail to 
realize off their coal by charging high rents. 
The next thing the strikers look forward to 
is eviction from their cabins. 


Suffering at Odin. 

Along the Baltimore and Ohio Southwest- 
ern the suffering has alrealy begun. At 
Odin 150 men have taken the strikers’ places 
and are earning from $3 to $6aday. Before 
the strike the men who are now out say their 
wages would not balance the monthly gro- 
cery bill. At Breese and Trenton the miners 
can get along another month without much 
suffering. Near Fallon there is a great deal 
of destitution. One of the strikers here is 
Grant Carson, brother of James Carson, 
President of the United Mine Workers. He 
lives in a small cabin with his wife and three 
children and his father. The family is liv- 
ing on its credit at the grocer's. Two sons of 
Mrs. Clayton, a widow, support her and her 
three daughters. The family pays $4 a 
month rent. Yesterday when Tugs Trinunp 
correspondent saw them they had eaten 
meat once in the last two weeks. James 
Yorup lives in a three room house with his 
giamily of four, pays $4a month rent, and the 
five are subsisting on vegetables. Mrs. Mary 
Hiles and her family of five are dependent 
on their son. Last Sunday they had 10 cents’ 
worth beefsteak for dinner, the first meat in 
three weeks. The rest of the meal was 
roasted ears of corn. 


Charity at Danville. 

At Danville so far $600 has been expended 
to help the destitute strikers, and $400 of 
that has come from the sympathetic coal 
operators of Chicago. A small sack of meal, 
a pound of coffee, three pounds of bacon, 
salt, and pepper are expected to last a family 
fora week. The miners are foraging among 
the farmers and invading potato patches 
and corn flelds. Occasionally a pig is stolen 
and slaughtered, the hind quarters being 
cut off and the carcass left near the pen. 
Some of the miners have gone into the har- 
vest field. At Grape Creek the miners are 
on the verge of destitution. 

At Pekin the miners have gone back to 
work at the old prices, 80 cents a ton. At 
nearly every other mine in the district the 
men are still out. At Wesley City and 
Groveland the miners are poverty-stricken 
and destitute. At the latter place a score or 
more of families are being helped by the 
Supervisor.

X RAYS 10 FIND KLONDIKE GOLD. 


Nikola Tesla and Other Scientists Say 
Use of the Light May Be Valua- 
ble in Mining Operations. 


The miner who now starts to the Klondike 
without finding out whether or not the X 
rays can be made use of in laying out his 
claims and searching the land and gravel 
beds, may miss a fortune. 

It will be all that thousands of men can 
do to reach this region with enough food, 
clothes, and ordinary mining tools, but there 
are scientists who believe the X rays may 
be made to revolutionize gold mining in 
this region before another year has passed. 

Nikola Tesla is one of the highest au- 
thorities in the world on the X ray and its 
possibilities. He has often given ft as his 
opinion that mountains can be radiographed 
with this new light, and that gold mines 
will be found with as much precision in the 
earth as a bullet or a needle is now located 
in a person's body. He was asked for his 
epinion on the value of the X ray in gold 
mining in the Klondike. He said such min- 
ing was not only possible, but perhaps 
practical, though at this moment to a Um- 
ited extent. 

* Some of the X Trays,“ said he, are with- 
cut limit as to length and radiography. 
They are limited now because of our al- 
mort toy apparatus for producing them. 
Our instruments in the present state of 
electrical development have generated rays 
only a few feet in length at best, but we 
know that thy can be made longer. It is 
a question of tubes and currents, and at 
any moment we may find a way for pro- 
cucing rays that will penetrate stone walls 
and hills and mountains, not to speak of 
the earth itself, which is certainly a possi- 
bility. The X rays, however, could be made 
valuable now in searching small beds of 
sand and gravel that had been thrown up 
by a shovel for washing.“

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The present strike of the coal miners ‘is 
not a simple affair involving only the men 
who have struck for higher wages and the 
owners of the mines they have been work 
ing in, on whom this demand for higher 
wages has been made. Several sets of in- 
dividuals are directly or indirectly mixed 
up in the present controversy. 

There are, first, the labor agitators—the 
strike promoters—the ruling spirits in the 
coal miners’ unions, who have persuaded 
their fellows that now is the time to pluck 
the unripened fruits of prosperity. Noth- 
ings adds to the popularity of a walking 
delegate like the originating of a successful 
strike for higher wages. It is not surpris- 
ing, therefore, that strikes are so frequent. 

But this time the walking delegates have 
blundered terribly. They have been in too 
much haste to utilize the prosperity which 
is coming, but which has not yet arrived 
They should have waited some months, an 
then they would have had a much better 
chance of success. They are unsafe lead- 
ers, because their eagerness to gain popu- 
larity among their associates makes them 
shut their eyes to facts and weakens their 
reasoning powers. 

Behind these men stand the masses of 
ignorant followers, who struck, because 
they were told by their leaders that if they 
did there would be a short holiday and then 
a return to work at higher wages. They 
have been asstired that good times have 
come, that mine-owners can pay more with 
ease, and will do it when the screws are 
put on. These men have been out for six 
weeks. Some of them have suffered a good 
deal, and yet they have not found out that 
they have been deceived. 

The leaders tell them that things will go 
their way soon. The political demagogues, 
a most pestiferous class of men, encourage 
the strikers and their leaders by a display 
of sympathy designed to catch yotes. ‘These 
demagogues denounce Judges and Sheriffs 
who lay down and enforce the laws, They 
assure the strikers that they have justice 
on their side and inflame their passions by 
telling them their rights are being trampled 
on. The miners, unaware of the fact that 
these wretched demagogues are simply 
fishing for their votes, look on them as 
friends. . 

There are many involuathry strikers, 
These are men who, if left alone, would have 
kept at work. But they have been coerced 
by demonstrations of a warlike nature. 
Bands of men called at the mines where 
they were working. Remembering the club 
law which had been dealt out on previous 
occasions to those who had dared to work 
when ordered not to these unwilling strikers 
left the mines. They would ge, back to work 
tomorrow if they dared. 

Still another set of men who play a most 
important part in this controversy are the 
miners who have defied blandishments and 
threats and kept at work. The battle is 
being waged around and abeut them now. 
If they could be induced to stop work the 
stocks of coal.on hand would be used up 
speedily, consumers would bid high for coal, 
and operators would be tempted to pay 

whatever was asked. A stoppage of pro- 
duction is the first condition of the strikers’ 
Ane

do not want to go out. They would rather 
support their families themselves than see 
them supported by uncertain charity. Those 
men have a right to work if they see fit to 
„do so. They are entitled to protection 
against all who desire to molest them. It 
is the duty of courts and Sheriffs to protect 
them. No such sanctity hedges in a striker 
as to make it wrong to tell him he must not 
meddle with a man who does not see fit to 
take his advice and quit work also, 

Those mineowners who can find men who 
are ready and willing to work for them hu ve 
rights which strikers must respect. The 
fact that mines are operated may interfcre 
seriously with their schemes. It may de- 
feat their plans utterly. Nevertheless, the 
right of those mineowners who can lind 
men to work for them to be protected in 
operating their mines must be upheld. 
They are making a legitimate use of their 
property. They are breaking no law. 
Why should not the courts notify strikers 
and their associates not to break the law 
by meddling with those mineowners? 

Nor must the coal consumers be forgot- 
ten. They are very much interested in this 
controversy. As long as thete are mine- 
owners and miners who will mine and sell 
them coal at prices they are willing to pay 
those consumers have a right to demand 
that there shall be no lawless interference 
with their coal supply. 

If all the miners strike voluntarily that 
is another matter. Men have a legal right 
to quit work if they see fit. Society cannot 
force a man to supply it with fuel, neces- 
sury though it is. But if there are those 
who are ready to supply fuel, then society 
must see that they are guarded against 
molestation and intimidation. 

It would be a fine state of affairs if trav- 
eling bands of strikers, headed by reckless 
labor demagogues, were allowed to drive 
toilers from their work, thus depriving mills 
and factories of fuel and as 4 consequence 
throwing out of work those employed in 
them. When miners are intimidated and 
the supply of coal is reduced in that way 
a blow is struck at all who work in indus- 
tries where coal is used, and there are few 
where it is not. 

So this coal strike is not a mere dispute 
between the men and their employers over 
wages, in the settlement of which they 
alone are pecutiiarily interested. The 
rights of consumers, the rights of workers, 
the rights of mineowners are all involved, 
and unless those rights are protected the 
laws will cease to rule and labor agitators 
and political demagognes will hold un- 
checked sway. 


LIMITATIONS OF THE GLUCOSE TRUST. 

The combination of glucose retineries ap- 
pears to have been effected without leaving 
an important plant out of the deal. Seren 
big concerns are swallowed up in the trust, 
with an aggregate authorized capitaliza- 
tion of forty millions, mostly water. But 
this newcomer in the field of concentrated 
capital will not have plain sailing in earning 
dividends on an excessive capitalization. 
The monopoly of the glucose output will be 
seriously hampered when it comes to fix- 
ing prices. The trust will be compelled to 
keep shading the price instead of boosting 
it up. The glucose will meet with direct 
competition from other saccharine matter, 
from cane and beet sirups, and this compe- 


keep it down. 

There will be a vast difference between 
that kind of trust and a street railway com- 
bination, for instance. In the latter case 
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haul from the victims. The instant glu- 
cose is put up above the cost of the other 
saccharine: products it will cease to com- 
mand a market. 

But the managers 2 the trust can make 
money by speculating in Wall street on its 
stock. They can spread reports of heavy 
dividends to be paid and unload the stock 
at an advanced price on greenhorns. Then 
when the dividends do not materialize and 
the price falls they can buy back the stock 
at a low figure. 


STRIKING AT SCHOOL CHILDREN. 

“ Organized labor” is in the minority in 
Chicago. If it were to put its strength to 
a test at the polls it would reveal its amaz- 
ing numerical weakness. And yet the lead- 


belongs to them, and that the powers of 
government are not vested in Boards of 
Education and similar agencies, but in 
Building Trades councils ond other organ- 
izations of the same kind. It is claimed 
that the municipal authorities should be 
merely the mouthpieces of walking dele- 
gates and must obey their orders, even 
though they violate the laws by doing 80. 

The walking delegates have ordered the 
Board of Education to have no work done 
except by contractors whe employ only 
union labor. The board can make no such 
illegal discrimination between “ organ- 
ized” and “unorganized” labor. It can 
ho more discriminate against men who do 
not choose to belong to labor unions than 
it can against contractors who do not be- 
long to some contractors’ union or asso- 
ciation. 

The further demand is also made that 
all brick and all manufactured woodwork 
used in the construction of school buiid- 
ings must be union made and have the 
union label. This demand is not made be- 
cause the articles which bear that label 
are of superior quality or lower price, but 
because they are made by union labor. 
There is no warrant in law for discrim- 
inating against firms which do not choose 
to put a union label on their products. 

As the Board of Education has not com- 
plied with demands which its legal ad- 
visers tell it are improper, the walking 
delegates have ordered a strike on the 
school buildings now erecting or repairing 
in order to teach the board a lesson. But 


dren, most of them the children of work- 
ingmen. Nearly 8,000 pupils will be ak- 
fected by the strike. The members of the 
board do not own these school buildings, 
They do not lose a cent personally by the 
delay in their completion. So it is not on 
the trustees that the walking delegates are 
making war, but on the public school sys- 
tem. 

They habe carried their arrogant, bull- 
dozing methods so far that they have gone 
to the catpenters who are working in the 
repair. shops of the Board of Education 
and are on its pay roll and have ordered 
them to quit work. They are union men, 
and were told that if they did not obey 
orders and leave they would be fined $100 
and expelled. So employés of the board 
must obey orders given them by outsiders. ,

Nor is it possible that the Mayor can ap- 
prove of the method of enforcing their de- 
mands which has been resorted to by the 
walking delegates. He cannot give his 
sanction to a strike directed against the 
city and its publie schools. Even if he be- 
lieved the request made was just, his first 
act should be to tell the walking delegates 
that they must call off the strike—that no 
attempt to bulldoze any branch of the pub- 
lie service would be tolerated ted by tt the Mayor. 


BOULEVARD OBTAINED BY WHEELMEN. 

There were no formal exercises attending 
the completion of Jackson boulevard, 
When the last strip had been finished early 
Friday evening a few score bicyclists strug- 
gled for the honor of being the first to wheel 
over the entire length of the smooth pave- 
ment, but beyond this improvised tribute 
to the improvement there was no unusual 
demonstration to mark the occasion. The 
boulevard has grown into existence 80 
gradually that the finishing touches were 
not conspicuous. 

The new boulevard has a special signifi- 

canee, however, which places it in a cate- 
gory by itself among the city thorough- 
It was saved from grasping corpora- 
tions for its present beneficent use only 
by the sturdy efforts of the bicyclists. It 
was u triumph for the wheelmen in the 
first deliberate battle they have ever fought 
in Chieago for a concession that would be 
largely for their special benefit. The de- 
sirability of the boulevard as a connecting 
link between the boulevard systems of the 
South and West Sides was unquestioned by 
the majority of eitisens, and it supplies a 
marked addition to the beauty and harmony 
of the general eity plan, and yet these 
considerations. would not have prevailed 
against the desperate struggle to grab a 
portion of the street for railway purposes. 
The wheelmen needed it sorely as a means 
of escaping the rough down-town paye- 
ments, and their organized fight for the im- 
provement was the factor that won the con- 
test. 
When the full effects. of the new boule- 
vard begin to be appreciated at the com- 
mencement of the wheeling season next 
year it will serve as an inspiration for the 
second battle which the wheelmen will be 
called upon to inaugurate. A connecting 
link is needed now between the North and 
South Sides. One of the favoriie runs of 
eyclists is between the parks on the North 
arid South Sides, and at present there is a 
stretch of payement between the southern 
limits of the North Side asphalted avenues 
and the northern end of Michigan avenue 
that jolts the enthusiasm out of the most 
ardent wheelman.

CHICAGO TO BE DROWNED ouT. 

A couple of scientists have been airing 
their theories before the Convention of 
American Scientists at Detroit during the 
last week in papers predicting some such 
catastrophe for the cities of Detroit and 
Chicago as befell’ Sodom and Gomorrah, 
though not through the same agencies, nor 
do they intimate that it will be for the 
same cause. The basis of their theory is 
that there has been going on for centuries 
a rise in the shore lines of the lake basin 
to the north and northeast, with a relative 


depression or subsidence in the south and 


southwest, that will ultimately have the 
effect. of turning the flow of the upper 
lakes, Erie included, into the Mississippi. 
These changes, it is claimed, are all of one 
sort and affect the whole lake basin—the 
relative elevation and subsidence at two 
points a hundred miles apart being at the 
rate of five inches in a century, the tilting 
process being invariably towards the south 
and southwest. 

As a result of these surface changes it 
is maintained by one of these theorists (Dr. 
J. W. Spencer of Washington) that in the 
course of time Niagara will cease to exist 
entirely, as all the waters of the great lakes 
will be turned over Chicago and drained 
into the Mississippi,” and this theory ap- 


pears to have the approval of Professor G. 


K. Gilbert, another member of the conven- 
tion. As to the final effect of these changes 
on Chicago and the country adjacent to 
it Professor Gilbert is reported as saying: 

It ts especially important at Chicago, because 
that city stands on a low plain near the level of 
Lake Michigan, and the tilting of the land makes 
the lake gradually eycroach on the plain. The 
mean level of the lake rises at Chicago about ten 
inches in a century, 

In further elucidation of his theory Dr, 
Spencer is reported to have predicted that— 

Uniess the authorities of Chicago and Detroit 
made preparations for this change a catastrophe 
a thousand times more awful than the Johnstown 
disaster would occur, He said that it was high 
time for the city fathers of Detroit and Chicago 
to begin raising the level of their streets by dozens 
and hundreds of feet. 

These theories open a wide field for spec- 
ulation and play of the imagination. Start- 
ling as they appear at first sight, it may 
afford some consolation to the present gen- 
eration to know that the process is to be 
gradual and that the grand climax will 
not be reached for something like three 
thousand years, Then, again, we are told 
that Detroit is to go first, which may flatter 
the vanity of that ambitious little city 
somewhat, though it will scarcely tend to 
advance the price of real estate. If any- 
thing could hasten the catastrophe for Chi- 
cago it would probably be the multiplication 
of “ skyscrapers,” for which there has been 
such a rage during the last few years. 

In view of the consequences foreshadowed 
the warning given to the cities of Detroft 
and Chicago would have been more valu- 
able if it had been accompanied by some 
practical instraction as to the manner in 
which a subsidence ef “ hundreds of feet 
might be counteracted, On this point they 
are singularly silent, though. apparently 
-constious of the momentous consequences 
of their message to the localities interested. 
But even that may be accomplished by some 
such enterprise as Chicago has displayed in 


‘building up her streets in the last genera- 


tion. And, if necessary, she could no doubt 
build a new eity on the summits of the sky- 
scrapers—a task not one whit more difficult 
than what has been accomplished since the 
great fire of 1871. 

But, after all, who's afraid? Conceding 
that the theories of these scientists are cor- 
rect—though they are not sustained by 
the subsidence of the water in Lake Mich- 
igan in the last fifty years—what assurance 
have they that geological conditions may 
not change before the time they have set 
for the final catastrophe? The rainfall has 
been diminished by the denndation of the 
country of its forests. Then, again, the 
great Chicago Drainage Canal, now ap- 
proaching completion—destined to carry 
off at least. 600,000 cubic feet of the surplus 
waters of Lake Michigan in a minute—will 
tend to avert the very calamity predicted. 
Of course the greater the pressure of sur- 
plus waters the larger would be the flow. 

But, “if worst comes to worst,” Chicago 
has not only shown her ability to elevate 
herself out of the mud in former years, but 
could in the time named protect herself by 
a dike and Portland cement wall. The city 
can be approached by embankments and 
elevated railways, and here a new Venice 
could be built that would command the com- 
merece, not only of the lakes and the Gulf 
of Mexico, but of rich and prosperous Alas- 
ka, including the Klondike gold region. 
The ship canal problem would be success- 
fully solved; Chicago would have direct 
water communication with Europe and 
Asia by way of the Mississippi and Nicara- 
gua Canal, and, though sitting in the very 
heart of the continent; would be the grand 
entrepot for the ships of all nations. The 
possibilities are almost too large for com- 
prehension, but the field has been opened 

up by the scientists at Detroit. 


SOCIETY TO PROMOTE MARRIAGE. 

It is not apparent exactly what the W. L. 
Meese Marriage association at Ligonier, 
Ind., proposes to do. The declared purpose 
“to promote marriage is not sufficiently 
explicit. If it is intended to promote mar- 
riage through the instrumentality of the 
Rev. W. L. Meese, which seems to be a 
logical conclusion from the facts in the case, 
most persons will consider that the project 
is considerably belated. Mr. Meese appears 
to have attended to all that already, as a 
magnificent record of 1,200 couples attests. 

If the promotion of marriage in the ab- 
stract is the idea, then the association seems 
to have embarked upon a superfluous mis- 
sion, There is no question, however, that 
the announcement of the organization of 
the association has directed widespread at- 
tention to the diligence of Mr. Meese as a 
matrimonial agent. It is true he is rep- 
resented as a patriarch among the Indiana 
clergymen, and doubtless has been in the 
business of promoting matrimony for many 
years, but 1,200 nuptial knots comprise 4 
generous assortment to fall to the lot of 
one man to tie. It is obvious that what- 
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} for all matrimonial ills, but it is repre- 
sented to be remarkably close to it, and 
no one who peruses the first notice of the 
incorporation of this Meese society can 
fail to be impressed with the desirability 
of trying a Meese marriage. 

It would seem that the advanced age of 


activity in his chosen field, especially since 
the rivalry in his own State and in Milwau- 
kee has become so keen. But perhaps he 
feela that in a sense he is a public bene- 
factor, and that it is his duty to keep up 
his philanthropic work until the bitter end.

The public can only wait and 
hope that these fears may not be realized. 


ALTGELD’S LATEST WAIL. 
Altgeld has emerged from obscurity to 


which is playing such havoc with the free 
silver “law that the gold price of silver 
governs that of grain. He admits that 
wheat is going up while silver is going down, 
and he correctly attributes the advance in 
the price of the cereal to the short crops in 
Europe, South America, ete., which has 
created a keen demand for the American 
surplus. 

But he endeavors to make the farmers 
discontented by declaring that— 


The farmer should get more than $1.50 for his 
wheat, and would get more under the financial 


that he is even now suffering a wrong caused by 
legislation, 

Altgeld does not mean that the farmers 
should get $1.50 a bushel for wheat in those 
gold dollars which he asserts are worth 
200 cents and which he alleges are appre- 
ciating in value daily. He wants the 
farmers paid in dollars which he asserts 
will be worth 100 cents, but which will be 
worth about 42 or 43 cents. 

Where is the wrom that the farmer is 
suffering from? Altgeld will reply, In 
not being paid for his crops in a free silver 
dollar coined at the ratio of 1G to 1.“ But 
how would it help the wheat-grower to be 
paid in such dollars? That is something 
Altgeld never has explained and never 
Will. 

Wheat is selling in Chicago how for 82 
cents a bushel in gold. It the price were 
$1.50 in 48-cent silver dollars would the 
owner of the wheat be any better off? He 
would be worse off, for he ought to get 190 
cents in cheap silver to fare as well as if 
he got S cents in gold. 

Supposing the farmer sells his wheat for 
140 cents as measured in cheap silver dol- 
lars. He has received no more value for 
his grain than it he disposed of it for 60 
cents in gold. If the farmer is paid in 
cheap silver dollars he gets more weight of 
money. But is that an advantage? Why 
should he want to load himself down with 
about forty ounces of silver when an ounce 
of gold will go just as far or do just as 
much monetary work? 

Then Altgeld, anxious to minimize as 
much as possible the good fortune of the 
farmers, states that the present advance in 
wheat, “being due to a temporary cause,” 
cannot give lasting prosperity, and besides 
“only a small portion of the farmers of 
America grow wheat,” while the price 
of corn and most of the other farm products 
is so low as not to pay the actual cost of 
production.” 

but a calamity-howler like Altgeld 
would allege that the corn aad other farm 
products for which there is such a tively 
demand are selling for less than the actual 
cost of production? The farmers know 
better, for the proceeds from their crops, 
over and above the cost of raising them, are 
so great that they are paying off their 
mortgages in grand style. 

he condition of debtors and honest toil- 
ers is steadily getting worse,” shrieks Alt- 
geld. What rubbish that is. The condition 
of the toilers is improving, for there is 
more employment. Wages are going to 
advance, but the toilers must not, like the 
coal ngners, try to anticipate events, and 
demand an increase before the time has 
come. 

The condition of dishonest debtors is, in 
one sense, worse than it was. They must 
give up all hope now of getting cheap silver 
dollars to cheat their creditors with. But 
the honest debtor, whether on the farm or 
in the city, is not complaining.

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AN ‘OBJECT LESSON. 

The fact that it has been found necessary 
to send the monster American battleship 
Indiana to the dry dock at Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, to undergo some necessary repzirs, 
appears to be giving our Canuck neighbors 
a great deal of satisfaction. The necessity 
for this step grows out of the fact that the 
principal dry dock on the Atlantic coast 
belonging to the government—viz.: The one 
at Brooklyn—is out of repair on account of 
some imperfection in the foundation, which 
is now in process of being remedied. There 
is also another at Port Royal, S. C., but 
this is not convenient of access for vessels 
belonging to the North Atlantic squadron 
and was probably not in condition to re- 
ceive so large a vessel as the Indiana to ad- 
vantage. It is expected, however, that the 
Brooklyn dock will be in a proper state of 
repair in a few months.

THE fact that Governor Tanner has grant- 
ed a permit to the South Park Commisston- 
ers to fill in the submerged land on the lake 
front between Randolph street and Park 
row solves a question that has given much 
trouble to the commissioners and caused 
considerable anxiety to all interested in the 
iinprovement:of Lake Front Park. It will 
enable the commissioners to proceed with 
the work of filling in the space between the 
lilinois Central railroad tracks and the 
revetment wall which will constitute the 
eastern boundary of the park. This is a 
matter of vital importance at the present 
tie in view of the material from the 
drainage canal and from the work of dredg- 
ing in the river that is just now available 
for that purpose. The contractors should 
be only too glad to dump their stuff where 
it is needed for filling purposes. That will 
cost them less than to carry it far out in 
the lake. It Is alleged they want the Park 
Commissioners to pay them for this dirt. 
That would be a most unreasonable demand, 
especially as the commissioners have no 
money. The contractors will be more ac- 
commodating when they think the matter 
over. 


The improvement noted in the business 
situation a week ago has been maintained 
during the last week in spite of some unfavor- 
able intimations given out concerning the 
condition of the growing crops. The most 
marked feature has been the advance in the 
price of wheat, due largely to confirmation 
of the reports of shortage abroad and con- 
sequent orders for export, though corn has 
shown itself a good second. The confidence 
of country merchants in the permanence 
of these. improved conditions is shown in 
the reports of increased activity in the 
wholesale trade, and this is having its effect 
upon manufacturers of all textile products 
especially. A like condition has prevailed 
in the stock market also, proving greater 
ease in financial circles. With few excep- 
tions there has been a marked increase in 
bank clearings for the week as compared 
with the corresponding week of 1896, that of 
the City of New York being over 50 per cent, 
while the rate for the whole country was 
about 36 per cent. 

It is estimated that there will be a short- 
age in the Illinois wheat crop this year, ne- 
cessitating drafts upon other States, say to 
the extent of five millions of bushels. This 
deficiency, however, will be readily met by 
the surplus from Kansas, the Dakotas, Mis- 
sourl, Iowa, Michigan, etc. But the wheat 
deficiency in Illinois will be more than met 
by the corn crop, which, in case of favor- 
able weather for the rest of the season, 
promises to be one of the . in the 
history of f the State. 
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THE growth of the tinplate industry in 
America in the last seven years is a strik- 
ing illustration of the benefits of the pro- 
tective policy.

Various Jewish Beliefs. 

There are quite a number of Jewish cults 
throughout Asia, Africa, and Burope, who 
hold abstract notlons of belief. The ortho- 
dox faction is still wedded to the idea that 
Palestine is again to be governed by a Prince 
of Israel, and that the temple of Jerusalem 
is to be erected, and the old-time Jehovah 
is to reign therein. The holy ark, with its 
priestly functions, is to be recreated. Of 
this class many fanatical pilgrims swarm 
around the present ruined Walls left 80 by 
Titus in the year 71 C. E. 

Another section is the conservative 
Jews, who to somé extent have lost their 
belief in a personal Messiah, and are not 
adherents of Talmudic dicta, but incline 
somewhat to the restoration of the temple 
at Jerusalem, The third cult is the spir- 
itualistic faction, recognized as the reformed 
Jews. The more advanced classes of these are 
the more liberally educated Jews, who have 
abrogated nearly all formulistic notions, 
whose religious tenets are the belief in a pure 
monotheism, consistent moral training, and 
the execution of universal benevolence and 
charity. This latter section is strenuously 
opposed to an exclusive Jewish statehood 
anywhere.

The story of Charles I, Martin’s supposed 
death by drowning, as told in the local 
papers at that time, givo the following 
facts: 

Late in the afternoon of July 28, 1804, W. 
E. Hanchette, one of Mr. Martin's emplorés, 
drove his employer over to the Menehaune 
dock, where the latter expected to take a 
steamer for Sturgeon Bay. Upon arriving 
at the dock it was ascertained that the boat 
had left a short time previous. Mr. Martin 
said he would endeavor to reach Sturgeon 
Bay by some other means, and started out 
to hire a fisherman to take him over. It 
appears he was unable to make arrange- 
ments short of an exorbitant price, and was 
heard to remark that he would make the 
trip in a rowboat and man the oars himself 
rather than submit to the high charges, 
The last seen of him was early in the even- 
ing, when he was observed in conversation 
with strangers. 

Mr. ‘Martin always telegraphed his wife 
upon arriving at Sturgeon Bay, and. not 
hearing from him the next day, telegrams 
were sent out to ascertain if possiblé his 
whereabouts. Word was received from 
Sturgeon Bay that he had not béen seen 
there. He had considerable money with 
him, and the theory was at, first advanced 
that he had been murdered by the strangers 
with whom he was seen talking. 

Concluded Party Was Drowned. 

The two men who accompanied Martin on 
the trip-to Sturgeon Bay were Ole Erickson 
and Charles Wessing. two fishermen. ‘heir 
boat was a sloop of Mackinaw build, heavily 
ballasted with stones. As the wind was 
blowing hard, it was finally believed that 
the craft was capsized and its occupants 
were drowned. A bottle, found floating in 
Lake Michigan near Chicago subsequently, 
contained a card, on which was written, 
We are lost,“ and signed Erickson,” and 
this fact was accepted as additional proof 
that Martin had met his fate by N tongs oy 

Upon proofs of Martin’s death the $7, 
insurance money was paid to his Any 
widow, but, as already stated, the insurance 
companies, having reason to believe the man 
had run away, employed detectives to satis- 
fy themselves, with the result that they 
now claim to have positive knowledge that 
he is alive, and that the two men, Erickson 
and Messing, whom he hired to take him to 
Sturgeon Bay, shipped on an ocean steamer 
and reached their former homes in Sweden; 
also that Martin will be brought back home. 

Martin a Newspaper Publisher. 

Martin was formerly a newspaper pub- 
lisher in Sturgeon Bay and a first-class 
printer. He afterwards engaged in the meat 
business with his father-in-law, A. W. Law- 
rence of that city, and then came here. His 
wife and two children reside at Marinette, 
Wis., but frequently visit their old home. 

Martin Was an eccentric man and had an 
aversion to serving as a witness or juror in 
law cases, It is related by a Deputy Sheriff 
how on one occasion he was wanted here 
and a shrewd attorney was sent to Sturgeon 
Bay to induce him to come ovér on a 
steamer. Martin could not be found there. 
Hie had got wind of the lawyer's intended 
visit, and, securing a large dry goods box, 
he had himself nailed up in it and carried 
aboard the boat. He came to Menominee 
that way, the lawyer frequently sitting on 
the box oblivious of its contents, Another 
time, it is said, Martin evaded 4 subpoena 
service On an important case by dressing in 
woman's apparel, and passing the officer 
who held the papers several times on the 
street. It is also alleged that Martin nego- 
tiated notes aggregating $4,000, which he 
had indorsed for different persons, but which 
after his disappearance proved to be 
fictitious. 

The insurance companies who paid poli- 
cles after Martin’s disappearance are the 
Travelers (accident), $3,000; Northwestern 
Masonic Aid, $2,500; and Northwesterrf Mu- 
tual Life, $2,000. They are also instru- 
mental in the investigation already going on 
to ascertain if Martin is still alive.

DIFFERENCES OF OPINION IN DOCK 
— PROPERTY VALUE. 


* — 


Square Foot Estimates Ranging from 
£3.50 to $20—Falten Elevator Site 
Valued at $180,000—Commission at 
Work Figuring Out Cost of Straight- 
ening the River—Chicago River Still 
Fleats the Largest Grain Vessels— 
lease on State Street. 


An exceedingly interesting report, from 
a real estate man’s standpoint, was filed 
late last week by Master in Chancery Wait. 
No sale or immediate improvement hinges 
on it, but it places a value on a piece of cen- 
trally located dock property and brings into 
striking contrast the ideas of a number of 
real estate experts as to the worth of this 
character of property. Incidentally, it 
raises the subject of the value of a worting 
grain warehouse over which there seems 
to be the greatest difference of opinion. 

It is only recently that in an Interstate 
Commerce commission investigation a num- 
ber of prominent elevator men gave t«sti- 
mony which suggested that the value of 
elevator buildings in themselves is merely 
nominal. 

Value on Two Elevators. 

The master’s report on the other hand 
places a value of $80,150 on the Fulton Ele- 
vator on the Chicago River and $212,670 on 
the St. Paul elevator adjoining it. These 
are values merely of the buildings. The 
value placed on the ground under the Ful- 
ton house is $12.50 a square foot. 

The whole matter grew out of a. case 
brought by thé Chicago Terminal Ehvator 
cempany, the English concern which was 
last in line of succession to the warehouse 
business of Munger, Wheeler & Cos against 
the St. Paul railroad company to secure ful- 
fillment of the contract. 

The old firm entered into an agreement 
to build the two “houses, one on railroad 
— and the other on lots adjoining, 
Fears ago. The terms of this agreement 

provided that the road should deliver a 
certain minimum of grain to the warehouses 
annually, and also provided that the road 
should at a specified time buy from the ele- 
vator company, or its successors, the two 
houses and the site of the Fulton Elevator 
at a price to be established by appraisal. 

It is the clause of the contract referring 
to this sale that the elevator company is 
trying to enforce. 

Hard Task for the Master. 

The elevator concern has been represent- 
ed by H. S. and F. S. Osborne, while Edwin 
Walker and Leslie Carter have represented 
the railroad company. The railroad com- 
pany was beaten in the lower court, and 


the question as to value of the property 


was referred to à master. Testimony was 
taken as of date of Dec. 31, 1890. It has been 
taken from time to time for the last two 
years from elevator experts, railroad men, 
and real estate agents, and the master’s 
task in reconciling ideas of the two sides 
could not have been an easy one. 

The real estate involved is legally de- 
scribed as Lots 1 and 2, Block K. in the 
Original Town. It is at the southeast cornet 
of Canal and Carroll streets, running back 
to the river. It has a frontage of 144 feet 
on Canal street and 87 feet on Carroll street. 
It is just west of the point at which the two 
branches of the river join. The value placed 
by the master is $180,000, the equivalent of 


$12.50 a square foot. 
Variance of the Estimates. 

The variance of the estimates given would 
furnish a text for a discourse on the value 
of expert testimony. F. S. Peabody has the 
distinction of making the lowest figure. He 
testified that it was worth $3.50 a foot. On 
the other hand Murry Nelson, the elevator 
and Board of Trade man, put the value at 
$15 to $25. A majority of the witnesses for 
the elevator company put the value at £12 
to $15. E. S. Dreyer said $15. W. A. Bond, 
Robert Butzow, and other Real Estate board 
authorities called in on behalf of the rail- 
road company sald $6 would be a fair value. 

The case is a long way from settlement, as 
the decision of the master is only one step. 
The whole subject, including the value and 
the validity of the o 
go to the higher courts. 

There is some speculation as to what will 
be done if the finding of the lower court is 
ultimately sustained. The property is on 
the line of the road in Canal street, and has 
splendid dockage facilities. The building is 
ola, and while proved to be profitable in the 
past the tendency in the warehouse business 

whas been to work away from the center of 
the city. The property might be used as a 
site of a freight warehouse on the river 
front or sold for manufacturing purposes. 
There are even intimations that it may come 
in handy as a depot site. 

; One Real Estate View. 

The Real Estate board experts who fig- 
ured the property at one-half of the amount 

of the master’s award are wondering how 
much effect the establishment of the propo- 
sition that there is a certain value in land 
for “railroad purposes had in the present 
hearing of testimony. 
case in which this proposition was 
ght out has become historical among 
the real estate people of the city. In a con- 
demnation suit brought by the Grand Trunk 
road against property on Custom-House 
Place E. T. Jeffrey and C. E. Simmons, both 
prominent railroad men, appeared and testi- 
fied in effect, chat the land had a value for 
railroad purposes much higher than its cur- 
rent market value. These valuations were 
much higher than those of real estate men 
perfectly familiar with the market values of 
property in the ‘vicinity. It brought out a 
nice point and the fact that the testimony 
was given by two recognized rallroad author- 
ities has made it possible to use the whole 
incident against railroad companies in sub- 
sequent condemnation proceedings. 
Deal in Warehouse Properties. 

During the week there has been another 
deal involving old warehouse properties. By 
the transfer of the. Rock Island Elevator 
A on the south branch two houses which 
were at one time under the management of 
Flint, Odell & Co., one of the old-time ele- 
vator. concerns, are again put under one 
management.

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BOSTON APARTMENT BLOCK. PLANNED: 


e steel e to ne 
Adopted in a Million Dollar 
Butiding. 


A great deal of Boston capital has come 
to icago for investment. Some Chicago 
capital is going into Boston realty, at least 
a number of Chicago men are to be inter- 
ested in the construction of the Westminster 
Hotel building to be erected at St. James 
avenue and Trinity place, Boston. The 
buildin® is to be owned by the Westminster 
Chamber trust; of which Henry Bigelow 
Williams and Babson 8. Ladd are the 
trustees. It is to be erected by the West- 
minster Construction company, composed 
of Woodbury & Leighton, who were the 
contractors for the Public Library Build- 
ing; Cramp & Son, Henry Bigelow Williams, 
Dr. Dwight M. Clapp, and George W. Ar- 
Frederic 
Lyman of Chicago. George W. Arthur is 
the promoter, and the architects are Henry 
E. Cregier and John Addison of Chicago. 

The site selected is excellent, being the 
most important corner ovérlooking Copley 
square, The present buildings located on 
the land and occupied as residences by Dr. 
Dwight M. Clapp, Dr. Otis K. Newell, and 
others are to be removed. The gentlemen 
mentioned were part owners of the land. 
The remainder of the estates is owned by 
Babson 8. Ladd, trustees of the Brooks es- 
tate, Sturgis estate trustees, and Henry 
Bigelow Williams. The size of the lot is 
150 feet on St. James avenue and 120 feet 
on Trinity place, making a total area of 
17,760 square feet. The size of the building 
on the ground will be 150x100 feet. The 
building is immediately adjoining the Lud- 
low apartment house and takes in all of 
the land from the Ludlow to the corner. 
Mr. Cregier’s plans contemplate a building 
ten stories*and basement in height. The 
basement and first story will be of stone 
and the upper stories of Roman brick and 
elaborate terra cotta. 

The architectural style of the building 
is in the renaissance. 

While the mention of ten stories seems a 


great height, in this case the location of the 
colossal Trinity Church in the foreground 
will cause the 
more nearly six stories in height by come 
parison. The highest point of the West- 
minster will scarcely reach to the center 
of the Trinity facade. 


Westminster to appear 


The Westminster 
will contain many bay windows and bal- 


conies, giving to all the suites an outlook on 


Copley square. 

The main entrance, as designed, is elab- 
orate and imposing, with a dozen highly 
polished granite columns, capped with beau- 
tiful Tonic capitals, with balcony effect at 
the second story. The upper portion of the 
building is particularly elaborate, the top 
story to have a beautiful.caryatid effect, 
composed. of handsomely sculptured female 
figures ‘supporting the highly enriched cor- 
nice and parapet above.

It will be Givided into 140 suites of 
two, three, and four rooms each, with bath- 
rooms and reception rooms in connection 
with each suite. The passenger elevators 
will be located in the center of the building, 
inclosed with mahogany woodwork and plate 
glass, and around them an elaborate mar- 
ble staircase will wind. On the main floor 
will be a spacious entrance vestibule, con- 
taining a marble staircase leading to the 
level of the main floor and entering directly 
into a large dctagonal shaped reception 
hall. 

The entire construction of the building will 
be fireproof, the modern Chicago steel con- 
struction having been adopted.

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RALLY ON PARIS BREAK. 


DECLINES TAKEN AS CONFIRMING RE- 
PORT OF REDUCTION IN TARIFF. 


September Wheat Rallies Within a 
Fraction of High Point—Damage Re- 
ports from Northwest Encourage 
Buying — Shorts Cover Freely in 
September—Discount on December 
Widens — Corn Sympathizes with 
Wheat. 


A decline in the Paris market seems to be 
as effectual as a bull factor as an advance. 
The rapid gains in Paris quotations had a 
great dea! to do with developing the enthu- 
siasm in which the best prices of last week 
were made. Yesterday the Paris market 
declined, and on this decline September 
wheat in Chicago rallied to a point within 
yc Of the highest price of the season. It 
was the cause assigned for the decline, 
rather than the decline itself, which was con- 
sidered favorable to holders. It was taken 
as confirming reports that the French duty 
on wheat is to be remitted. No one had 
definite advices as to the proposed reduc- 
tion in the tariff or as to the grades of wheat 
on which the reduction will apply, but it 
was generally believed that some action 
which would favor the export of wheat from 
this country to France would be decided 
upon. There is an increase in the number 
of damage reports received from the North- 
west, and estimates of yield per acre and of 
total production are being steadily reduced. 
Minneapolis millers were reported to be buy- 
ing wheat at Kansas City on account of the 
high premiums current in their home mar- 
ket. Liverpool opened with a concession of 
IId over night, but recovered to a close 
showing concession of %d to d. Spot wheat 
at the close was an unchanged quotation 
from the previous day, but in indifferent de- 
mand. The cash trade was dull, 
porters unable to get bids from the other 
side, .New York, however, did a business of 
40 loads on the decline of Friday. North- 
western receipts were 289, against 158 a 
week ago and 242 a year ago. For the week 
receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth were 
1,629 cars, against 1,583 the previous week 
and 1,082 the same week last season. The 
feeling in the local market was decidedly 
nervous. September, as usual, was much 
more sensitive to bull influences than De- 
cember. 


December at a Big Discount. 

The discount on December was out at one 
time to Ide and at the close was 10. 
September opened in the local market with 
an advance of he, largely due to the North- 
western advices. The lowest price touched 
on an early reaction was the asked price of 
the previous close: After a quick advance 
of 2c the market halted temporarily, and 
during the latter part of the session scored 
a further advance of nearly 1c. The high 
price was 84%c, only Ke below top price so 
far, and a close at S4c showed a net gain of 
2% for the day. The effect of the Allen- 
Grier campaign on the curb on Friday night 
was to be seen in the market yesterday. 
This crowd was credited with taking calls 
for 2,000,000. bu at prices sufficiently high to 
keep certain interests which were heavily 
short from securing this kind of protection. 
The big buying yesterday was by the Bar- 
retts, presumably of short wheat. Baldwin- 
Gurney and Carrington-Hannah were also 
good buyers, while Schwartz-Dupee were as 
prominent as any of the early § sellers. 
Clearances for the day were heavy at the 
equivalent of 513,000 bu. The showing ef 
clearances for the week was also excellent. 
Argentine shipments for the week will be 
nothing against 88,000 bu the same week 
last year. American contributions to the 
world’s shipments for the week are sure to 
be heavy. Local receipts of wheat were 219 
ears, with 45,000 bu Inspected out of store. 
No. 2 spring wheat was quotable at ic over 
September price. The cash business done 
was small, the most important sale reported 
being 50,000 bu of No. 2 hard winter wheat. 
The concession in the Paris market, which 
attracted attention, was 45 centimes on the 
nearby delivery and 20 on the deferred. 
Antwerp was off 37\% centimes on red winter 
wheat and 12% on Pacific coast wheat. 

The cash demand for provisions shows 
improvement day after day. The Liverpool 
market was up 6d on lard, bringing that 
market to a shipping basis for the first time 
this season. The speculative demand for 
provisions, however, is not particularly 
heavy and the trade appears timid over the 
receipts of hogs. The estimated receipts 
for Monday were 30,000 and for this week 
125,000. The seven principal markets had 
29,000 against 16,400 a year ago. Hog re- 
ceipts for the week at Chicago were 127,196, 
or about 20,000 more than for the same week 
last year. Packing to date is figured at 
2,830,000, against 2,365,000 for the same 
period last year. 


Trade Still After 


Corn was a strong market yesterday with 
prices %c higher than the day before, the 
September range being from Nun e and 
the closing 28%c. Within this range there 
was a heavy pit trade, the great majority of 
floor traders being on the buying side. 
Among this number were Barrett, Comstock, 
Brosseau, Champlin, Trego, and others.

WHERE 1S THE BOY ORATOR ? 


Mistake of the Calamity 
Howlers. 


Wages and the prices of wheat and corn 
and cotton and all other farm products, as 
well as of railroad and other securities, are 
rising, and the price of silver is going down, 
down. From every part of the country 
comes the welcome intelligence that busi- 
ness is reviving; that confidence is taking 
the place of distrust; that unmistakable 
signs of prosperity are seen on every hand. 
Here is a sample of the good news from Ne- 
braska: ‘‘ Merchants are buoyant and with- 
out exception declare that business is stead- 
ily improving. Our factories and shops are 
running to their full capacity, notably those 
of farm implements, the force of employés 
having been largely increased, while orders 
are still rolling in at an unprecedented rate, 
Farmers are jubilant and Nebraska is 
laughing in her fatness.” Thus writes W. 
H. Edgar of Beatrice. 

The marked and happy change in thc con- 
dition of the country, despite the steady fall 
in the price of silver, suggests the inquiry: 
Where is the Boy Orator of the Platte? 
Only a few short months ago he waa filling 
a large space. Everybody was informed 
daily, and several times a day, as to his 
whereabouts and movements; where he 
spoke and what he said; what he ate and 
drank, and how he slept,and soon. Almost 
everybody remembers many things that he 
said in the several hundred campaign 
speeches he delivered, especially the asser- 
tions that the distress then existing through- 
out the country was wholly due to the cios- 
ing of the mints of the United States to the 
free coinage of silver, and that confidence 
would never be restored and prosperity re- 
turn until the mints were opened for such 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1, without 
asking the aid or consent of any other 
nation. 

Millions of his fellow-countrymen believed 
Bryan's assertions and regarded his defeat 
for the Presidency as a public calamity, and 
he fully agreed with them. In turn they 
sympathized with him, and for some months 
after the election he managed to keep him- 
self well before the public eye.

Linney Demonstrates Control of Crime by Temperature. 

After some years of careful observation and comparison of weather reports with 
the records of the Chicago Police department I feel justified in asserting that there is 
a marked connection between atmospheric conditions and the volume of crime. As 
a general proposition, crime increases as the temperature rises. It must be evident to 
the most superficial observer, however, that there are many kinds of crime which de 
not grow out of or reflect the moods or impulses of the people, and which cannot, theré- 
fore, be connected in any way with weather conditions. Under this head come such 
offenses as embezzlement, conspiracy, forgery, and similar matters which are generally 
the outcome of deliberately laid plans. My investigations run over a period of seven 
years. Taking the percentage of arrests for each month, it was easy to get an average 
for the entire seven years. An average of the normal and actual temperature for 
each month was likewise secured. Comparison of these tables shows an increase in 
the volume of crime from the minimum of 5 0-10 per cent in January, February, and 
March, to the maximum of 10 9-10 per cent in the three hot months of July, August, 
and September. Extending over the coneiderable period of seven years, this is sufficient 
to establish the fact that there is a marked increase in crime with the increase in 
temperature. In months which have an average of temperature above the normal and 
a deficiency of rainfall the crime percentage is invariably larger, the increase proba- 
bly having some definite ratio to those causes. This holds good of the winter as well 
as the summer months—that is, the winter months which are warmer than the aver 
age show an increase in crime over similar months with a normal temperature. It 
is the common belief that a cold winter leads to more crime—want, and starvation, and 
cold causing people to become desperate and to commit acts of violence. The facts 
do not sustain the popular idea. A cold month, with normal rainfall, or an average 
month in temperature, with a marked excess qt rainfall, at once gives indisputable 
evidence of a decrease in crime. pe CHARLES R. Lanner.” 


Physician Indorses the Views of the Weather Sharps. 


“There can be no doubt but that weather has a direct and controlling effect upon 
the impulses of mankind and consequently to a certain extent governs the actions 
of individuals. In oppressively hot weather many people become cross and irritable. 
Why? Because their mental and nervous systems are affected by the heat. There 
may be no actual physical prostration, but thé stage is an abnormal one. While in 
this condition the tendency to give way to impulse is heightened. A man may be nat- 
urally of an excitable disposition, but so long as there is no undue cause for arousing 
his passions he moves along without committing any overt act. Hot weather comes 
and under its wilting and depressing influence he grows fretful, there is a great strain 
on his mental and nervous systems. While in this excitable condition something bo- 
curs to incite his anger; it may be some trivial affair to which at any other time he 
would give little attention, but in the abnormal stage he broods over it and is quick 
to take violent action. Hot weather is a marked factor in swelling the number of all 
tragic crimes such as murder, suicide, and their uke. There are many offenses which 
are carefully planned in advance.

What the Records of the Police Gourts Will Show. 


* Police court records give evidence that some kinds of crime are More numerous in 
summer than in winter, but I attribute it to the fact that people are outdoors more.

In fact, the inventorsexpect to put an attachment on any 
typewriter so that it will cut out tapes at will This feature has been developod be- 
cause there is considerable talk of the United States government taking hold of the 
new telegraphy and using it as an adjunct to the mails. In that case ea business 
house, to send a message, would merely have to make its own perforated strips and 
deposit them in the postoffice. They would immediately be put in e machine and the 
message sent to the postoffice nearest its destination, where it would be transcribed 
and delivered by carrier. 

This curious new telegraphing machine ts said to have a capacity of sending 
4,000 words a minute—something which leaves ordinary instruments miles behind. 


Wizard Edison Now Sends Messages: from Moving Trains. 

The wizard Edison has also a practical telegraphing device in use for some time on 
several railroads in this country. It permits signaling»to and from trains in full motion. 
It has already saved several wrecks, caught criminals, and performed other feats of 
value to society. 

An ordinary battery, a couple of telephone receivers, an induction ooll with vibrator, 
and a Morse key constitute the detail of the apparatus. The induction coll transmits 
the current from the battery into one of the swiftest alternating properties, which 
produces a like current in neighboring wires. The humming sound called forth is 
changed, through the medium of the key, into the familiar dots and dashes of the Morse 
system. The roofs of the cars are rendered available by the attachment of wires oon- 
nected with one another and with the instruments. These in their turn are inked with 
the earth through the car wheels and track. There u little difficulty in making the 
message jump the necessary 600 fest, the distance between the cars and the overhead 
wires. : : 


After meeting success in making his messages jump à considerable distance in air, 
Mr. Edison decided to go ahead with what developments he could secure from the idea.

He 
succeeded in sending telegrams through the air from Tottenville to a station about nine 
or ten miles off. I've forgotten the name of the latter station. At all events, he succeed- 
ed nobly in the first.efforts. But when it came to sending telegrams from the other sta- 
tion back to Tottenville he made a complete failure. The thing would only work one 
way.

HE bicycle has become such a com- 
monplace of our civilization that the

Cost of a Four-in-Hand. 


An estimate of the cost of indulging in 
four-in-hand driving may perhaps be of in- 
terest. A good coach costs from $2,500 to 
$4,000 to Start, with, quite a nice little sum 
for a carriage that may not be used a dozen 
times in a year. Then a good team of horses 
costs all the way from $2,000 up to almost 
any price. The horses have to be well 
matched in size, color, conformation, style, 
and action, thoroughly broken, and $600 
apiece is a conservative estimate of 
what they will bring. A good harness will 
cost $600, but then the metal will only be 
plated ware, and it will not be of the most 
fashionable cut, for harness undergoes the 
whims of fashion even as hats and coats and 
sleeves and skirts do. These expenses have 
to be met before anything else is consid- 
ered. Then it will cost $25 a month to keep 
each horse in food, shoeing, blankets, hait- 
ers, and veterinary charges. Two men are 
absolutely necessary to care for the horses 
and coach. The first man must be an ac- 
complished driver, for upon him will de- 
volve the duty of keeping the horses exei- 
cised. He will cost $75 a month and his 
keep. The second man will,cost less, prob- 
ably $50 or $55 a month and his keep, Then 
the men must have liveries, a full dress 
livery, which will cost from $75 apiece up 
to $150 and $200, and an undress livery, 
which will probably cost $50. Added to this 
must be made an allowance for whips, 
gloves, bits, curbs, harness repairs, coach 
repairs, robes, clipping, horns, and the thou- 
sand and one incidentals which are always 
adding items to the bill of expenses. 

Then coaching has another item of ex- 
penditure which cannot be assigned to it 
directly, but is none the less an essential 
part of it—the entertainment of the coach- 
er's guests. Champagne always figures very 
prominently in the menu of coaching lunches 
and suppers, and the bill for one of these 
informal little spreads will make a $50 note 
look very pale, sickly, and slim when the 
waiter brings back the change. 80 it will 
readily be understood why coaching is not 
more popular with the great masses, 

Of course driving can be done on a much 
more economical basis, particularly in the 

nicg trap 
or runabout for from $150 to $600. K good 
looking cob with nice knee action and clean 
legs can be picked up for $300, perhaps even 
a ÜUttle less, and $100 will harness him. Liv- 
ery stables charge an average of about $25 
a month for caring for horse and carriage, 
and a groom is not an absolute necessity. 
This will equip the young lady with a swell 
littie trap and afford her lots of pleasure and 
recreation. If she doesn't want to 80 
much for it she can pick up a very decent 
looking trap second-hand from any of the big 
dealers for from $50 to $100, and by looking 
around for bargains a fairly good carriage 
horse will cost her the neighborhood of 
$100. With another $100 for harness and in- 
cidentals she can still make quite a showing 
@mong her friends.

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The country I speak of is that extraor- 
dinary section of Africa known as the Em- 
pire of Morocco. It is no wonder that a bike 
should attract extravagant attention in this 
country, for, excepting Tangier, a coast city 
near to Gibraltar, and consequently more or 
less Europeanized, there is not a wheeled 
thing throughout the land. Locomotion is 
accomplished by natural means or by the 
aid of horses, mules, or camels. These are 
always ridden. There are no carts nor 
wagons, and, indeed, there are no roads— 
nothing but bridle paths. 

Not a very promising country for a bi- 
cycle, anyway, but I had been with a small 
party cruising in different waters and touch- 
ing at various ports, so that when we arrived 
at the port of Mogador, on the coast of Mo- 
rocco, we had a bicycle with us as well as a 
bicycle enthusiast, in the person of Mr. A. 
H. Danforth Jr. of St. Louis. 

As we entered the harbor of Mogador we 
could see from a distance a fringe of rocks 
covered with green moss. Above these rose 
the gleaming white City of Mogador, sur- 
rounded on all sides by great sandy tracts, 
Not a tree nor any other green thing to re- 
lieve the dazzling whiteness—just the blue 
above and the white below, the city looking 
like a huge cameo, so clear cut is ita ap- 
pearance, standing out from a sky-blue set- 
ting. In the absence of mountains the white 
sand and the blue sky appear to melt into 
one another at the horizon, and from a dis- 
tance the sky seems to form a background 
for the gleaming city. 

“ As we drew nearer the shore out came 
a couple of boats, manned by swarthy 
Moors. One of these contained a pilot, the 
other the Captain of the port. The latter 
was a distinguished looking Moor, who, as 
he boarded us, revealed beneath the folds 
of his flowing white tunic richly colored gar- 
ments and the gleam of a curved and jeweled 


dagger. ; 
A Picturesque Parade. 

As soon as the usual ceremonies of in- 
spection had been gone through with, we 
started for the shore in a small boat. There 
a large and varied coneourse of citizens 
were awaiting our arrival. Many of them 
looked as if they were clothed in white 
sumite, while others were garbed in flowing 
garments of a dark material, the distinctive 
costume of the Barbary Jew, while here and 
there were brilliant splashes of red and yel- 
low and pink, the colors of the uniformed 
soldiery. Hundreds of camels were lying 
stretched upon the beach, and we could see 
caravans going outward from the city and 
disappearing amid the sandy tracts, while 
others moved slowly toward the town, the 
whole forming a scene which vividly brought 
back memories of the day dreams of chiid- 
hood, spun from the ‘ Arabian Nights.’ 

As soon as we had landed we made for 
the house of the American Consular Agent, 
and formed the van of a most ue 
procession. Moors in flowing white Far- 
ments, Jews in dark ones, soldiers blazing 
in a variety of colors, some of the crowd 
with scarce any garment save one that 
looked like a worn out potato sack, with 
a hole for the head; ga ves from the Soudan, 
blacker than any mortals I have ever seen;

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humanity to see the wonderful sight, and 
everywhere arose mighty roars of amaze- 
ment and delight. The grave Moors forgot 
their dignity, the Jews abandoned their oc- 
cupations, and all rushed after the magic 
wheel, their loose garments flying in the 
breeze, while swarthy negroes, their eyes 
bulging in astonishment, joined in the mad 
race. 

‘‘ Panderffonium broke loose, men whooped 
and halloed and burst out into loud guf- 
faws, donkeys brayed, dogs barked; only the 
cameis looked silently on. It was a great 
day in Mogador, a day to be remembered 
and talked about, a day that will ring down 
the grooves of time in song and story. 
Tales of the wonderful wheel quickly spread 
through the country districts, and people 
came from miles away to gaze upon the 
marvel that an Anersera, or Christian, had 
brought into the land, 

Country Moors, famed as fast runners, 
and such have remarkable endurance and 
speed, came in to ton to race against the 
now famous wheel. ny @ race was run 
on the hard sands near the line of the 
sea, and the Moors, hating defeat, raced 
again and again, until from sheer exbaus-

“At Mogador we procured horses, mules, 
a camel, and guides and proceeded into the 
interior to Morocco City, one of the three 
capitals of the empire and the favorite 
resort of the Sultan. It was about a week’s 
journey, camping at night, riding during 
the day. There was little or no opportunity 
along the way for the bicycle, so it was 
strapped on top Of the load that the camel 
bore. The camel seemed deeply to resent 
this added burden, this last straw.

STEAL THOUSAND WHEELS A MONTH. 


Remarkable Record in Chicago Since 
July 15—Inactivity of Police Is 
Complained of. 


There have been, in all sections of the 
city, more complaints this summer about the 
depredations of wheel thieves than ever be- 
fore. Nine hundred and eighty-nine stolen 
bikes have been reported to the police and 
the insurance companies since July 15. This 
is due in a certain degree to the constantly 
increasing number of wheels, but members 
of the trade are constrained to think that 
the result often proceeds from systematic 
robbery and the inefficiency of the present 
police force, evidenced by the fact that 
ninety-two have been reported stolen from 
Adams and State streets, around the Fair 
Building, with less than a dozen recoveries, 
There is scarcely a dealer in any large city 
who has not been victimized once or twice, 
and 3 of the bicycle livery establish- 
ments ve been forced in self-defense to 
refuse applications for wheels to persons

Generally the mornings and evenings are 
the best times to fish, although this varies 
as to the time of year. Early and late in 
the season the middle of the day may be 
found best. Sometimes trout will be seen 
rising in all directions, striking at minute 
midgets that float over the top of the water. 
At such times it is almost Impossible to make 
them notice any lure. Keep as much out 
of sight as the nature of the ground will per- 
mit and fish with the finest tackle that will 
hold your fish. The finer the tackle the 
more skill is required in handling the game.

side. Do not us a longer line than you 
can cast neatly. The fly should drop direct- 
ly over the 8 where you think the fish 
lies and should strike the water first and 
as lightly as possible. Only persistent trials 
can make a skillful fly-caster. 

In retrieving the line it should be done 
with a quick, rather jerky motion, but in 
sending it forward again care should be 
taken that the files are not snapped off. 


jerk of the wrist will fasten the hook in his 
mouth. Should he be a small one he may 
be vanked out at once, but the larger 
fellow must be handled carefully. Let him 
have all the line he wants, steering him clear 
of weeds or rocks as much as possible. Keep 
a light drag on him, and as soon as you 
think advisable commence reeling in. Should 
he make another spurt, let him have the 
line again, repeating this until he turns 
over on his side. Don't play a fish too long, 
and large fish should be landed with a net. 
To do this bring the fish as close as you can 
and quietly but quickly put the net under 
him. Don’t flaunt your net as if you were 
leading a charge in battle. 
Keep a Taut Line. 

In playing your fish be sure you always 
keep a taut line on him or he will surely 
disengage himeelf. It should be the an- 
gier’s endeavor to always keep his red in 
position that he may strike. If the rod is 
held too near the perpendicular the power 
to strike is almost wholly lost and there is 
danger of breaking the rod should a large 
fish hook himself. If bait is used grasshop- 
pers, worms, and the white grubs that are 
found beneath the bark of decayed spruce 
and pine trees are good, but for big fish 
there is nothing like minnows. In using 
bait a plain hook should be used. It is now 
conceded that to fish down-stream is by far 
the best plan. 

In doing this care should be taken not to 
roil the water unnecessarily, for it disturbs 
the figh below. Fish lie with their heads 
up-stream, and were it not for the fact that 
the flies float loosely back upon the caster 


be best to fish that way. In down-stream 
fishing it is necessary to make longer casts, 
because the fish can see the angler better. 
Do not get upon a high rock or bank if it 
can be avoided, because the position is too 
conspicuous. It has come to be accepted 
that bright flies are best on dark days and 
vice versa. 

The coachman is considered a good gen- 
era: fly. and is especially good in the even- 
ing, together with a white miller. Often- 
times the evening affords the best sport of 
the day, especially in the full of the moon, 
when the fish, seem to rise at everything 
that falis u the water. Night-fishing is 
not considered sportsmanlike and in some 
States it is prohibited. An excellent cast 
is made up of y hackle, brown hackle, 
and coachman. The files should be tied on 
hooks from Nos. 4 to 12, and the size should 
be varied in accordance to the waters that 
are being fished.

oughfares. The petitions have generally 
been favorably met with, and there has re- 
sulted @ great improvement so far as the 
condition of the pavement {is concerned. 
But in many cases the wheelmen have not 
been satisfied. There has continued to be a 
roughness and a jolting at most of the cross- 
ings of street car tracks with the boule- 
vards. This is said to be especially bad on 
the West Side, and the evil reaches“ its 
height where Colorado avenue cuts diag- 
onally across Jackson boulevard. 

The matter has been borne with so long 
as it seemed to be a necessary evil, and the 
evil was supposed to be necessary so long 
as the city had surface railways. The 
crossings of Jackson boulevard and the 
down-town car tracks have opened the 
eyes of some of the wheelmen, however. 
The jolt in crossing any of the tracks here 
is hardly perceptible, and there is almost 
the effect of a continuous pavement. An in- 


genious wheelman has looked into the cause 
of the difference and finds that it all comes 
from the use of two varieties of rails. This 
wheelman has sketched the sections of the 
two rails and the way in which they are set 
into the pavement and describes their qual- 
ities for Tue TRIBUNE. 

The rail which is in general use over the 
city is the flange rall shown in the upper 
part of the cut. The railway companies like 
it because it can be laid around curves, and 
the groove is easily kept clean, so that high 
speed can be made with small danger from 
jumping the track. The drivers of traffic 
wagons like it because they can run along 
on the lower flange and easily make good 
time. But one class does not like it. The 
riders of wheeled vehicles of the kinds that 
use the boulevards find the rail annoying 
because of the jolt that comes from the 
passage from the top of the rail to the pave- 
ment between the tracks. When the pave- 
ment is otherwise smooth this jolt at occa- 
sional crossings detracts from the enjoy- 
ment of a. ride exceedingly. ? 

“The city, the Park boards, the railway 
companies, or whoever it is that et keep 
in repair the pavement between rails 
has a grievance also when this rail is used 
in crossing a street where asphalt or other 
expensive pavement is used. No matter 
how much the edges.of the pavement on the 

of the track may be beveled, the 
ear and tear of traffic across the track is 
sure to break down and spoll the pavement. 

“The groove rail, which is shown in the 
lower part of the cut, is used where street 
railways cross Jackson boulevard down 
town and at various other such crossings, 
especially on the South Side. As far as the 
railway companies are concerned the groove 
is harder to keep clean than the flange rail 
and hence there is more danger to a car 
that is speeding, as it might readily run 
upon some small object in the groove and 
leave the track. This objection, however, 
is partly removed by the fact that the cars 
for their own safety have found it an ad- 
vantage to stop on either side of boule- 
vards and cross them slowly. Traffic 
teamsters do not like a rail that does not 
hold the wheel on the smooth surface. 

„ Cyclists and pleasure vehicies have noth- 
ing but good to say for the groove’ rail. 
There is hardly a suggestion of a jolt when 
the rails are crossed, and the crossings 
equipped with this rail are worthy of an 
asphalt pavement.

When the matter has been brought before 
the streets and boulevards committees of 
the Associated Cycling Clubs it is likely 
they will make every effort to have the rail 
put down at all the crossings.”

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QUR AMERICAN GIRLS IN PARIS. 


Mothers Would De Well te Select the 
Schools at Which Their Daugh- 
ters Will Be Taught. 


At this time of the year the attention of 
the American resident in Paris is more or 
less directed toward French schools and to 
the desirability of American girls doing 
what is called “ completing” their educa- 
tion abroad. A knowledge of French is a 
pleasant accomplishment, which now seems 
almost a necessity to a cultivated woman, 
and there are undotibtedly excellent French 
schools. But completing one’s educa- 
tion and giving as much time solely to the 
cultivation of the French language as is 
done in these schools are by no means possi- 
ble at one and the same time. From the 
very first a knowledge of French is neces- 
sary if the pupil is to take a real part in the 
different courses, and, as a matter of fact, 
the American girls, during their first year 
at school here, are not able te attend any 
of them to advantage. 

Moreover, so wide a difference between 
the foreign and the French girls is made 
trom the beginning that they rarely asso- 
elate, and the English-speaking girls, being 
thrown almost exclusively into one another's 
company, use for the most part their own 
language. Many of the governesses have 
A Smattering of English, which they are by 
no means loath to improve by so simple and 
agreeable & manner as chatting with their 
charges. One well-known schools illustrates 
the methods of the great proportion of these 
institutions that accept as pupils both 
French and foreign girls. The French girls 
numder about a hundred, ranging in age 
from 10 to 19 years. They sleep in dormi- 
tories ded over by the governesses; they 
eat at long, wooden tables; they wear plain, 
Diack uniforms, which seem little more 
dainty than those of charity schools; they 
are taken fora long, solemn promenade each 
afternoon, ahd even during the hours of 
recreation in the garden they are under 
the supervision of the teachers. 

The foreign pupils, on the contrary, are 
allowed a degree of liberty which seems 
strange even to ourselves. Instead of be- 
ginning the day at 5:30 o’clock in the morn- 
ing they get up when they please, put out 
their candles at whatever hour they may 
choose, and dress entirely as they would 
at home. They dine at the principal’s table, 
at a more convenient hour, and are appa- 
rently permitted to walk about the little 
Even to attend 
a matinée in Paris or to embark on a shop- 
ping excursion in the city seems to require 
only the asking of permission. 

On the whole, there is little wonder that 
the American girls look upon the French 
girls of the same ages as great babies, and 
that the French girls in their turn are not 
much encouraged to make friends with the 
foreigners. Of course, the French principal, 
with an eye to her own future profit, wishes 
to make her school pleasant to her foreign 
pupils in the hope that they may send others 
when they return to their, homes, and her 
somewhat extravagant idea of the liberty 
she should permit them is not, needless to 
aa corrected by the pupils themselves.

HOW TO. MAKE 1 CoHFORTABLB. 


Few City Housekeepérs Know How 
Easy It Ise—Something About the 
Country Quilting Ree. 


Few cit¥ housekeepers have ever seen a 
quilting- frame or know how easy it Is to 
make a dainty comfortable of cheesecloth. 
The chief objection to cheap blankets is 
that they are seldom woven of proper size. 
Only the heaviest and best blankets are made 
in “‘ fourteen quarter size, and it fs only 
when the blanket is stretched in the frame 
it is woven In that it is as large as this. Aft- 
er it is taken from the frame it only meas- 
ures 2 yards 8 inches by from 2½ yards to 
2 yards 22 inches. The last ste is some- 
times found in fine California blankets. 
The average blanket actually measures 
about 2 yards by 2% in width, and often 
less in length. 

A comfortable 2% yards wide by 2% yards 
in length can be bought for about 51.57. 
To make it get sixteen and a half yards 
of colored cheesecloth in some dainty pat- 
tern at five cents a yard, and about two 
rolls of patent cotton batting, and 25 cents’ 
worth of Germantown wool in a color to 
match the pattern of the cheesecloth. 

Allow five breadths of cheesecloth, each 
a yard Wide, for the cover. Cut one breadth 
in two, 80 as to give two and a half breadths 
in width on each sidé. Stretch one side on 
„frames, or narrow strips of wood, which 
etretch it out to full sige. These strips 
showld be long enough to cross at the side 
where they can be securely screwed togeth- 
er. Spread the patent cotton on the cheese- 
cloth in the frame and lay the other side 
over it. Tack the two together with the 
Germantoyn wool, placing the tufts in 
rows twelve inches apart; buttonhole the 
edges tagether. 

A pretty and more serviceable comfort- 
able, may be made of some dark, but pictur- 
esqtely colored silk, which may be ptr 
chased im bargain prices at this season of 
the year. Spread wool wadding evenly over 
one ot the silk sides ii a frame. Lay the 
other over it and tuft the two together with 
Hoss. Bind the comfortable with ribbon. 
Use it for the foot of the bed, or as a cov 
erlet under lace or any transparent counter- 


pane, 

Many hotisekeepers prépare their own 
comfortables of ‘¢iderdown. The down is a 
dull gray, and is easy to handle, as it mats 
together, and the particles do not fly apart 
like, as in the case of the feathers of the 
common goose, the chicken, or the domestic 
duck. A pound of this down is sufficient for 
a good-siged comfortable. Genuine eider- 
down costs from $10 to $15 a pound.

WOMEN AS SCHOOL TRACHERS. 


Members. of the Fair Sex All Over the 
World Who Teach the Young 
idea Hew to Shoot, 


According to census figures @nd close es- 
timates based upon reliable information, 
there were in the United States in 1895 no 
less than 268,000 Women engaged in teaching 
school. Twenty years ago England had 
11,616 male and 14.901 female teachers. Last 


| year there were 66,810 female and only 26,270 


male teachers. The same change is to be 
found in other countries, particularly in 
those in which rudimental education is gen- 
erally diffused. a 

In Spain, where the standard of public ed- 
ucation is low, there are few females and 
many male teachers, whereas in Denmark. 
where for many vears the standard of edu- 
cation has been high, the number of male 
teachers is low compared With the number of 
female teachers, the total number of both 
being in excess of 9,000. There are about 
400,000 teachers, male and female, in the 
United States, 150,000 in France—70,000 male 
and 50,000 female—150.000 in Germany, 92,000 
in England,.100,000 in Italy, 100,000 in Russia, 
25,000 in the Netherlands, 40,000 in Spain, 
3.500 in Greece, and 22.000 in Canada. The 
march of edueation in Europe has been re- 
markable, for, while the population has in- 
creased only 33 per cent since 1840, the av- 
erage number of children attending school 
has rieen 145 per cent, but this advance 
seems less important when compared with 
the gain made in the United States. in 
1860 the total number of school children in 
the United States was 5,700,000, of which 
720,000 were in New England, 1,700,000 in 
the Middle States, 1,000,000 in the Southern 
States, and 2,280,000 in the Western States 
and Territories. At present the number of 
school children enrolled is in excess of 
14,000,000, of whom 4,600,000 are in what was 
formerly the South, 2,000,000 in the Middle 
States, 800,000 in New England, and 6,000,000 
in the Western States and Territories. There 
has been a decisive gain everywhere in re- 
spect not only of the number of school 
teachers, but of their effici ,

“Will it wash?” i# a question so often 
asked by the careful woman before pur- 
Chasing the delicate colored muslins and 
lawns so desirable if warm weather. 
Sometimes she receives Tes,“ sometimes 
1 don't know; 1 guess $0," as a reply. In 
almost every instance the opinion of the 
salesman is not worth the proverbial row of 
pins; it is absolutely impossible to tell 
whether a color will or will not wash until 
a trial has been made. And even after the 
Erst trial one need not feel too secure, for 
delicate shades, unless properly set, 41 
most invariably lose a little of their bright - 
ness each time the garment is laundered. 
So by far the safest plan is to get the 
color before it goes to the tub for the first 
time. 

One of the best methods of setting delicate 
colors is also the cheapest and least trouble- 
some. It consists in simply making a 
strong brine of cold water and salt and soak- 
ing the garment from twelve to twenty-four 
hours. Of course this should be done just 
before going to the laundry, and the salt 
should not be allowed to dry in it. This is 
especially good for all shades of pink and 
green, and colors once set this way will be 
bright as long as there is a serap of cloth. 

A strong solution of alum and water is 
good, particularly with blues and the more 
delicate shades of brown. But its effect is 
not as lasting as that of salt, and it is some- 
times necessary tu renew the bath after the 
first three or four washings. 

Yet another, and very highly spoken of 
wash, to insure against fading is a solution 
of sugar of lead and water, about a nickel's 
worth of the drug to 4 gallon of water. This 
recipe has but one objection, it is poisonous, 
and for that reason in a house where there 
are children or animals it should be handled 
With the utmost care. The same objection 
can be raised against the use of copperas and 
water, though there are some colors, lilacs 
and yellows, that can only be made fast by 
soaking them fn it for something more than 
eight or ten hours. Solutions of salt and 
alum are perfectly harmiess, but too much 
care cannot be exercised in the handling of 
sugar of lead and copperas.

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BOY TO COLLEGE PRESIDENT. 
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He Is New the Youngest 
United States in Charge of a Uni- 
versity and Only Twenty Years Ago 
He Was a Newsboy in the Streets of 

_ Chicago—Latt Day Story of Per- 
severance—Office Boy at Pullman— 
Traveled tu India as Secretary, ~ | 
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ROM a newsboy, selling his papers on 
the corners of Chicago's crowded 
down-town streets, to thé Presi 
of a State university, all within twen- 
ty years, is a rapid rise In the world. 

Yet such is the progress of John Hall Ray- 
mond, who last week was called from 4 pro- 
fessorship of sociologygin the University of 


Wisconsin to the head of the University of |. 


West Virginia. Moreover, he ts the young; 
est President of a university in the United 
States. N 

The way in which Mr. Raymond wrung 
success from adverse circumstances is an 
interesting story of perseverance. He was 
only 2 years old when his parents removed 
to Chicago. His education was meager, be- 
ing acquired at uncertain intervals in the 
Englewood public schools. In his early 
teens he sold newspapers on a down-town 
corner, The average boy of progressive ten- 
dencies would look with satisfaction toward 
a commercial career, but Raymond had little 
thought of such a life. At 15 he was editor 
of Philately, a paper devoted to the interests 
of the postage stamp collector. This jour- 
nal circulated throughout the United States 
and even found its way to foreign countries. 

Meanwhile Raymond put in his spare time 
learning stenography. He drifted-to Pull- 


man, and when only 19 had risen from office 


boy to a position which brought him $1,000 
a year. There is reason to believe that, if he 
had chosen to continue in the line of work 
laid out for him at Pullman, a few years 
would have brought him toa position assur- 
ing large means and great responsibility. 
But against the advice of his friends he 
threw up his prospects and went to Evans- 
ton, where in two summers and one winter 
he completed all the work usually included 
in a four years’ preparatory course, and 
passed with ease the entrance examinations 
to the College of Liberal Arts. All this time 
he was earning his living by stenography. 
In addition to paying his own expenses and 
carrying on his studies ae supported his 
mother. He entered college in 1889, remain- 
ing until the winter of 1890. 


Traveled in India as Secretary. 


While Raymond was in his sophomore year 


he made the acquaintance of Bishop J. M. 


Thoburn, who has charge of the work of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church in India. 
The Bishop was writing a book on life in 


India, and was so taken with the young man 
that he engaged him for two years as travel- 


ing secretary. They went to India by way of 
the Suez Canal, touching at different points 


in Europe, and at every stopping place Ray- 
mond made the most of his opportunities for 
study. Here he was enjoying opportunities 
for travel seldom granted to men of his age 
who are not in easy circumstances, working 
at an appointed task with sufficient energy 
to satisfy the call of duty to any less clam- 
orous conscience, and yet he was carrying 
on all the work of his college classes by 
private study and branching out to gain un- 
required but desired knowledge. 

In India Mr. Raymond devoted himself to 
Sanskrit. He returned to Chicago by way 
of China and Japan in the winter of 1892, 
and took the examinations with his college 
classes. One term of his senior year re- 
mained, but his work was so far in advance 
that he was excused from attendance at 
classes. The spring term Ne passed as trav- 
eling secretary for George M. Pullman, re- 
turning to Evanston in time to receive his 
diploma and to participate in the Kirk ora- 
torical contest. It is curious that in this con- 
test he was defeated by the young woman 
who afterward became his wife, Miss Nettle 
Hunt of Aurora, III. Miss Hunt was one of 
the brightest of the young women. whose 
names form a list of alumne highly cred- 
itable to Northwestern. 
Raymond began during their college course, 
and they were married in 1895, just before 
he accepted his call to the University of 
Wisconsin. 

Steady Climb Up the Ladder. 


After graduation Mr. Raymond's rise was 
rapid. The first year he served as Becre- 
tary of the Society for University Extension 
in Chicago, and the following year became 
professor of political economy at Lawronce 
University, Appleton, Wis. A course of leo- 
tures delivered by him at Chautauqua the 
following summer attracted the attention 
of President Harper of the University of 
Chicago and the next winter saw Raymond 
as secretary and lecturer in the class study 
work of the wniversity extension depart- 
ment of the Chicago institution. His ability 
as an Organizer was here brought into play. 
In one year he raised the number of classes 
from ten to fifty, and in three months in- 
creased the membership from 200 to over 
1,000. He received the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy from the University of Chicago 
in 1895. Before that he had been cailed by 
President Charles Kendall Adams to the 
professorship of sociology in the University 
ef Wilconsin, a position which he has since 
filled with rare acceptability. 

His next step as the President of the 
University of West Virginia will demon- 
strate what can be accomplished by a 
young man of push and ambition opposed by 
the stubborn fact of poverty. .

An explanation of how Tesla proposes to 
go to work cannot be given more simply 
than in his oWh Words: 

“ Suppose the earth to resemble a hollow 
rubber ball, filled with water. At one place 
I have a tube, with a ere attached to 
the surface of this ball. If I press upon the 
plunger the water in the tube will be driven 
into the ball and every part will be expanded. 
If I withdraw the plunger the water follows 
it and every part of the ball will contract, 
Now, if I pierce thé surface of that ball in 
several places and set up tubes and plungers 
at each place, these plungers will vibrate 
up and down in response to every move- 
ment that I may uce in the plunger 
of the first tube. agitation in the center 
of the ball, a series of vibrations in the whole 
body wottld occur. If I could then set the 
plunger in one of the tubes to vibrating in 
consonance with the vibrations of the water, 
in a little while and by the employment of 
trifling energy I could burst the Whole thing

Its distinctive feature is its electric light 
pillars, that look like little Biffel towers in 
the distance. The effect of these tall clus- 
ters of light is very picturesque, and I shall 
be sorry to hear that they Have been re- 
moved for some more madern methods of 


lighting. 
Selling Papers Under Difficulties. 


The newsboys of Detroit are an ingenious 
and energétic lot. Our ship stands high out 
of the water, some twenty feet, I should 
say, but that does not interfere with their 
trade. They come to the deck with their 
papers rolled into tight wads held together 
by elastic bands. If you look at a newsboy 
he takes aim, fires, and lo! the wad lies at 
your feet. No matter at what price the pa- 
per is published, be it one cent or two, he 
expects you to tess him a nickel. I’m sure 
that the one flung at my feet was not worth 
ore cent, but honor compelled me to toss 
the nickel, though I flung the paper back 
with it. Sailing away from Detroit we 
skirted Belle Isle, its lovely lakeside park, 
which looked like fairyland with its lagoons 
and rustic bridges. The little houses of 
Stag Island, all roof and piazza, with the 
hanging baskets filled with gay colored 
flowers, looked for all the world like so 
many houseboats washed back on the shore. 

And the St. Clair flats, where every man 
is his own Robinson Crusoe, with a little 
island to himself! How pretty and peaceful 
the scene, and we think of the West as ali 
bustie and ugliness. How little we know of 
our own country. 

Some day I hope to have more than a 
steamer acquaintance with Detroit, for 
what I saw of it from the water front has 
piqued my interest. 

How I envied the government watchers 
along the banks of the Sault Ste. Marie 
River, for they toll not neither do they spin. 
All day long they sit in their tents until they 
see a big ship coming. Then they watch it 
from behind a tree trunk, or somewhere not 
too conspicuous, to see that it does not make 
more than twenty-one miles an hour. If it 
does it pays $500 for the privilege. We 
didn’t. We saw the watcher hiding in his 
rowboat and we slowed down to a snall’s 
pace: It was on the broad bosom of Lake 
Superior that we gave the good ship her 
head and showed the passerby what we 
could do when we tried.

On the voyage west we reached the Soo, 
with its wonderful locks, at about § o’clock 
in the evening. We were then eighteen feet 
below Lake Superior, but gradually we lift- 
ed until we reached its level and glided 
gently out upon its cold, deep waters. It 
made me shudder to think that there were 
a thousand feet of water underneath us, 
though we could drown just as surely in 
less than half of that. It interested me to 
see how easily our Captain handled his 
immense ship. We never even grazed the 
sides of the lock, and on the lakes we 
passed other ships so near that we could 
have exchanged cards had we been so in- 
clined. As it was we exchanged foghorn 
salutes. A sea Captain would have been 
frightened out of his boots at such close 
quarters, but our Captain never turned a 
hair. 


Dulath’s Perpendicular Streets. 


I had often heard of Duluth, but no de- 
scription of this singular town gave me any 
idea of its actual peculiarities. As we ap- 
proached it the city seemed to rise up and 
call us blessed. Where were the streets? 
Not those perpendicular lines, certainly? 
Yes, there was no doubt about that. From 
the lake shore to the top of the hill. They 
stood on end. And the houses—each one ap- 
peared to be standing on the shoulders of 
the one delow it to get a peep into the lake! 
How can people live in them? I should think 
that they would have to go about with 
wedges under their feet to keep from tum- 
bling out. I noticed that all the wagons in 
Duluth were furnished with brakes, and I 
should think that pedestrians, too, would 
have brakes on their legs for descending the 
perpendicular sidewalks. Even walking in 
the horizontal streets can only be comforta- 
ble to those persons who have one leg short- 
er than the other. And yet they ride bicy- 
cles in Duluth! Up the streets and down 
them, but they take their lives in their hands 
on the down grade. Occasionally a wheel 
gets away with its rider and lands him in the 
cold waters of the lake, This dampens his 
ardor for awhile, but not for long, for Du- 
luthians are used to surmounting obstacles. 

One of the strangest sensations I experi- 
enced in this strange city was to see green 
over my head that was not the green of trees 
but the green of grass! 

It was originally intended that Duluth 
should be a great city. It began with a 
boom, and there are those who believe it will 
fulfill all that has been predicted for it. To 
that end it has built substantial. buildings, 
an eight story hotel, banks of solid masonry, 
and a high school that cost §400,000. The 
first thing you see as you gail into the harbor 
of Duluth is its high school, with fts great 
clock striking off the hours until the Zenith 
City shall redeem its pledge to the world.

As for this trip, I advise every one who has 
not made it to make it and quickly. It is 
something never to be forgotten. We of the 
East have the ocean, to be sure, but your 
great lakes seem to me almost more wonder- 
ful. The ocean belongs to the whole world, 
but the great lakes belong, to you alone. 
No one can believe in their magnitude or 
their beauty without seeing them, and they 
can see them no more thoroughly or more 
comfortably, than from the. deck of one of 
the liners. That the trip is popular is 
proved by the number of passen- 
gers who take it—400 each way on my 
trip—and all well taken care of. The ex- 
pense of the trip is very little, and you can 
regulate it by the sort of stateroom you se- 
lect and the amount of food that you eat. 
It is much less expensive in proportion than 
a trip across the ocean, though it occupies 
about the same time. 

The season for these lake trips is short, 
from June until September. They do not 
pay the companies yet on that account and 
because of the vast amount of money put 
into the ships. They are bound to pay in 
time, however, for every ene who makes 
such a trip is sure to become enthusiastic.

Miller, the Poet ot the 
Sierras, 


HAT Joaquin Miller, the poet, should 
go to Alaska with a party of gold hunt- 
ers, and his own statement that his 
chief reason for going is to dig gold 
and incidentally to gather material for 
new literary labors, is not surprising to those 
acquainted with the incidents of his varied 
career. Surely no poet evér had a.more 
varied career. For, contrary to the gen- 
erally accepted opinion that all poets have 
an instinctive seorn for ly gold, The 
Poet of the Sierras ”’ always had 


ragged, barefooted, hungry, and penniless, 
and asked of the ciiffs and bowlders a solu- 
tion of the problem. ) 

He did not find the gold, but his hope sus- 
tained him through all the dark days of dis- 
appointment. He did the general work of 
the camp, and when he was not cooking 
pork and beans or washing dishes occupied 
his time by scribbling down in rude verse the 
thoughts and fancies that came into his 
mind. A manin the camp undertook one day 
to correct the rhythm of some of his verse, 
but Miller impatiently snatched the paper 
from his hand, saying: Hang your rhyth- 
um; I tell you I have ideas, and I know what 
poetic license means.“ 

The roving, wandering lite which Miller 
followed for the next five years is interest- 
ing only from the incident which gave to 
him the name of “ Joaquin.” At that time 
the Americans in California did not look 
upon the Mexicans as agreeable neighbors 
and lost no opportunity of showing their ill- 
will by acts which led the Mexicans to retali- 
ate in kind, and often in deeds of violence 
and outlawry. Their most notorious leader 
was the outlaw, Joaquin Murietta, who in- 
spired the Americans with such terror and 
dread that even after his death the more 
superstitious among them believed him to 
be still alive among the mountains of north- 
ern California. Miller sympathized with the 
Mexicans and wrote and published a letter 
defending Murietta and condemning the atti- 
tude of the Americans towards the Mexi- 
cans.
